The Military Government 
Training Program 
BY COL. ALFRED C. BOWMAN, USA 
Chief, Military Government Division, Office of 
the Provost Marshal General 


ILITARY Government, in wartime, 

is the business of managing the 
civilian populations of areas in which mil- 
itary forces operate so as to 

(1) prevent interference with opera- 
tions, 

(2) promote the 
security and 
well-being of the 
troops, and 

(3) utilize local 
manpower, sup- 
plies, and facil- 
ities, so far as is 
consistent 
with interna- 
tional law, to 
support the mili- 
tary effort. 

It is as old as 
war itself, and 
an integral part 
of it. Yet until 
1947 the manifest 
advantages of using specially trained per- 
sonnel were generally ignored. 

Repeated efforts early in World War II 
to avoid military responsibility for this 
activity proved abortive. The responsibil- 
ity is now fully accepted by the Army, and 
it has been found that the return, per dol- 
lar and hour expended, exceeds that for 
almost any other form of training activ- 
ity. The greater involvement of civilians 
in future wars, which will inevitably ac- 
company the use of mass-destruction 
weapons and new combat techniques now 
requires even greater attention to the 
subject. So does the Geneva Convention 
of 1949, which will, if ratified, impose 
great additional responsibilities on com- 
manders of occupying forces. 

From 1943 until mid-1949, Department 
of the Army cross-the-board responsibil- 
ity in the Military Government field was 
centered in the Civil Affairs Division. 
When the Division was deactivated in 
mid-1949, its functions were dispersed to 
other appropriate Army agencies. Opera- 
tions resulting from World War II were 
made the responsibility of a Special As- 
sistant in the Office of the Secretary of 
the Army (Office for Occupied Areas). 
Operational planning was assigned to “P 
& O” (now G-3). Mobilization, planning, 
training, and technical supervision, be- 
came responsibilities of The Provost 
Marshal General of the Army. 

Originally under the Civil Affairs Di- 
vision, and during the last two years in 
the Office of The Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral, Major General Edwin P. Parker, a 
comprehensive before-need training pro- 
gram has been developed.

Approval of Marine 


Corps Bill Likely 


There is every evidence that the Sen- 
ate Armed Services subcommittee which 
has completed hearings on the Marine 
Corps bill will recommend that the full 
committee report the measure favorably. 

The bill would make expansion of the 
Corps mandatory and establish its Com- 
mandant as a permanent member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. There is a possibil- 
ity that the latter provision may be modi- 
fied in some manner, perhaps a type of 
limited membership. 

Observers feel that both the Senate 
and House would approve the measure if 
it came to a vote on the floor. There is no 
doubt but that the large contingent of 
enthusiastic supporters in both Houses of 
Congress are working diligently to this 
end. However, in light of the strong oppo- 
sition of the administration, the Depart- 
ment of Defense, and the JCS, there is 
some belief that the President would veto 
the bill if it were passed. 

Two strong points swaying the com- 
mittee members in favor of the bill were: 


(1) Revelation of correspondence in 
1947 between Secretary of the Navy Sulli- 
van, Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
then Chief of Naval Operations, and Gen- 
eral A. A. Vandegrift, then commandant 
of the Marine Corps, affirming their mu- 
tual understanding that in supporting 
the unification act, then under considera- 
tion, it was not the intention of the 
Department to alter the Commandant’s 
direct responsibility to the Secretary of 
the Navy nor to interpose the Chief of 
Naval Operations in the chain of respon- 
sibility between the Secretary and the 
Commandant. The Department of De- 
fense’s principal contention in opposing 
the bill has been that its enactment is 
unnecessary because the Chief of Naval 
Operations represents the Marine Corps. 


(2) Under Secretary of Defense Lovett 
inserted in the record a statement that 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps 
has met with the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
on only six occasions, the earliest being 
6 April 1950, a month to the day after 
Chairman Vinson of the House Armed 
Services Committee introduced his first 





bill to put the Marine Commandant on 
the JCS. On one additional occasion (10 

Oct. 1950) the JCS had invited the Com- | 
mandant, but General Cates had just | 
returned from Korea and was unable to 
attend. The committee felt these facts 
particularly significant in light of the con- 
tention that the Commandant of Marines 
was invited to attend meetings when 
matters of interest to the Corps were dis- 





cussed. 

Mr. Lovett also reported that Head- | 
quarters had checked its records and ad- | 
vised him that General Vandegrift did | 
not attend any meetings of the JCS dur- | 
ing his tenure of office.

USAF Selection Board 


On or about 11 June, the Air Force 
will convene a selection board, composed 
of senior officers, to consider approxi- 
mately 385 Regular officers for advance- 
ment to the permanent rank of colonel. 

The following officers will be eligible 
for consideration: 

a. All permanent grade USAF lieu- 
tenant colonels, exclusive of WAFs, who 
hold permanent date of rank prior to 2 
July 1948, and who complete 14 years’ 
promotion list service prior to 1 Jan. 1952. 

b. All USAF medical, dental, medical 
service officers and chaplains holding 
permanent grade of lieutenant colonel 
with date of rank prior to 22 Dec. 1949, 
who complete 18 years’ promotion list 
service prior to 1 Jan. 1952. 

c. All USAF veterinary officers holding 
permanent grade of lieutenant colonel 
with date of rank prior to 20 Oct. 1950, 
who complete 17 years’ promotion list 
service prior to 1 Jan. 1952. 

The “best qualified’ method of selec- 
tion will be utilized by the USAF Head- 
quarters board. 

Any officer scheduled to be considered 
under the above criteria may submit a 
written communication under provisions 
of Section 507 (c), Officer Personnel Act, 
if they so desire. Such letters should be 
forwarded prior to 11 June to the Direc- 
tor of Military Personnel, Headquarters 
USAF, Washington 25, D. C., attention of 
Promotions and Separations Division. 


Leaders May Back 
Military Pay Raise 


There were reports in Washington this 
week that the Administration, in consider- 
ing the possibility of an across-the-board 
pay raise for Civil Service employees, also 
has under study a similar pay hike for 
military personnel. 

At the Pentagon, queries by THE 
JOURNAL developed the fact that at the 
present time the matter of a pay raise 
for military personnel is not under active 
consideration by budget experts in the 
office of Assistant Secretary of Defense 
W. J. McNeil, personnel experts in the 
office of Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Anna M. Rosenberg, or by the Personnel 
Policy Board. 

However, it was ascertained that the 
Personnel Policy Board a few months ago 
did have a task force working on the 
problem of military pay. Presumably, 
though, this group was conducting a sur- 
vey related to the omnibus bill of amend- 
ments to the Career Compensation Act, 
which has been promised by Representa- 
tive Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.), of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Mr. Kilday, who has acknowledged aid 
given him by scores of letters forwarded 
to his office by THE JOURNAL, initially was

Dept. Pushes Study 
in Officer Inequality 


A Department of Defense official has 
disclosed that there are 47 areas of dif- 
ference among the Services as regards 
promotions and ranks of Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
officers and plans are reported to resolve 
this long-standing problem “as soon as 
possible.” 

This information, which could have sig- 
nificant effects on the careers of all offi- 
cers, was revealed during a Senate Armed 
Services subcommittee hearing this week 
on a personnel bill, first introduced two 
years ago by Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith (R-Me.). 

Mrs. Smith persistently has urged that 
the Department of Defense do something 
about the discrepancy in the relative rank 
of rear admiral, lower half, of the Navy 
and Coast Guard and brigadier general 
of the Army, Air Force, and Marine Corps. 

She has introduced in this session of 
Congress two bills and says that passage 
of either will be satisfactory. One meas- 
ure would abolish the grade of rear ad- 
miral, lower half, and add the rank of 
commodore to correspond with that of 
brigadier general. A commodore would 
be a one-star officer, whereas both lower 
and upper half rear admirals wear two 
stars. 

Senator Smith’s second bill, oppositely, 
would leave present Navy flag ranks in- 
tact, but would abolish instead the rank 
of brigadier general in favor of major gen- 
eral, upper half, and major general, lower 
half. 

Until this week when a Senate Armed 
Services subcommittee met to discuss her 
bills, the Department had not made its 
views known on the issue, despite its 
introduction two years ago, Senator 
Smith told THE JOURNAL. 

Nor was Chairman J. Thomas Schneider 
of the Department of Defense Personnel 
Policy Board specific as to the commo- 
dore vs. brigadier general problem dur- 
ing his brief testimony this week. He 
told the subcommittee, headed by Senator 
John C. Stennis (D-Miss.), that he did 
not appear as the official Department of 
Defense representative. Presumably, he 
had not had the opportunity to learn the 
viewpoint of higher Department echelons. 

Mr. Schneider reported, however, that 
his board had studied the discrepancies 
in treatment of service personnel and had 
ascertained that there are 47 areas of 
difference, including the issue raised by 
Senator Smith’s bills. Concerning this 
legislation, Mr. Schneider said only that 
“there is a divergence of opinion.” 

It is known that the Navy wants to 
maintain the status quo, whereby all its 
rear admirals, including those of the 
lower half, are two-star officers. As a 
result, they outrank one-star brigadier 
generals with whom they may be serving 
on joint boards, commissions, etc. 

On the other hand, the other Services 
are not eager to abolish the traditional

THE WAR IN KOREA 








HE long-expected Communist spring 

offensive in Korea began this week 
with a furious Red attack on United Na- 
tions forces all along the front just north 
of the 38th parallel of latitude. Heavy 
fighting is in progress in nearly every 
part of the front. 

Major penetrations of the Allied line 
were made by the Reds at three points, 
and gains up to 25 miles were registered 
by the enemy, reaching a point within 
11 miles of Seoul, from which the ci- 
vilian population has been ordered evac- 
uated. Late this week the Red as- 
sault seemed to have lost some of its 
momentum and United Nations troops 
had sealed off the penetrations, at least 
temporarily. Local counterattacks re- 
stored some of the positions lost by the 
Allies. 

Both Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United Na- 
tions forces, and Lt. Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet, commanding the Eighth Army, ex- 
pressed confidence in ultimate victory, 
but General Ridgway warned that the 
main Red blow against the Allies was 
still to be struck. He said the battle now 
joined in Korea was the greatest of the 
war, and might well prove to be decisive. 

Enemy losses in the first days of the 
offensive were phenomenally high. It is 
estimated that during the first five days 
30,000 Reds, mostly Chinese, were killed 
or wounded. Allied losses, for the most 
part, were relatively small, though a 
South Korean division, which bore the 
brunt of the attack on the central sector, 
was cut to pieces. 

Great Enemy Strength 

It is estimated that the Reds have 
nearly 500,000 Chinese and North Korean 
troops on the battle line, or in close re- 
serve, with more than 200,000 others in 
North Korea, immediately available as 
reinforcements. In addition, there are in 
Manchuria undetermined numbers of Red 
Chinese troops, perhaps at least a half- 
million, which could be thrown into the 
fighting. 

In the opening phase of their new 
offensive, the Reds used practically no 
air or armor, but employed large amounts 
of artillery. Heretofore the Chinese Reds 
have used artillery very sparingly, indi- 
cating a shortage of field guns. The 
appearance in battle of Red artillery con- 
centrations may be due to receipt of 
many guns and much ammunition from 
Russian sources, 


Enemy air activity during the week 
was light, and almost entirely confined 
to patrol flights along the Manchurian 
border, with some encounters with Allied 
aircraft in which five Red planes were 
destroyed and others damaged. 

For several weeks there have been 
feverish attempts by the Reds to repair 
airfields in North Korea, which led to 
the conclusion that the enemy planned 
to employ large amounts of aircraft in 
the projected offensive against the Allies. 
However, continuous attacks on these 
fields by United Nations planes interfered 
with their repair and made their use im- 
practicable, which may account for the 
lack of air attacks on our troops, since 
the distance from Manchurian fields to 
the fighting front is so great as to permit 
only very limited use of short-range 





offensive. 

The almost complete absence of enemy 
tanks in the present battle indicates that 
the Reds have not been resupplied with 
Russian armor. When the Korean war 
started the North Korean Reds had large 
numbers of Russian medium tanks. How- 
ever, in the course of the fighting during 
the first few months nearly all of the 
enemy tanks were destroyed by Allied 
air and ground attacks and they have 
not been replaced. When the Chinese 
Reds entered the conflict they had prac- 
tically no tanks, and very few have 
appeared since that time. 

Three Major Penetrations 

The three major penetrations of the 
Allied lines by the Communitst in this 
week’s offensive were across the Imjin 
River in the west, south of Kumwha in 
the center, and near Inje in the east. Two 
Red divisions attacked along the Imjin 
River line, two more divisions cracked 
the Allied line in the center, and a Red 
force of undetermined size stormed into 
the town of Inje. Smaller enemy units 
maintained heavy pressure on all other 
sections of the front. 

The heaviest assault was south of 
Kumwha where two Red divisions ripped 
through a South Korean division in a 
fierce night attack. The disorganized 
South Koreans were driven back with 
heavy losses, and a gap 10 miles wide was 
torn in the line. 

Through this hole the Reds poured 
thousands of infantry soldiers and some 
cavalry to exploit the breakthrough. The 
attack was in the direction of the im- 
portant Chunchon-Seoul lateral highway, 
which the Reds sought to cut in order 
to interrupt communications between the 
east and west flanks of the Allied line. 

To the right of this penetration United 
States Marines held one shoulder, and 
to the left an American Army division 
held the other. Both American units 
stubbornly resisted enemy attacks, but 
with the rout of the South Koreans they 
were forced to redeploy their units to 
protect their flanks. 

To plug the gap occasioned by the de- 
feat of the South Koreans a British bri- 
gade was thrown into battle. The British 
blunted the force of the Red drive and 
slowed the attack, while additional Allied 
reinforcements were brought up. These 
troops made local counterattacks which 
brought the Communist assault to a 
temporary halt. 

Situation in the West 

In the west, in the vicinity of Munsan, 
South Korean patrols, which had crossed 
the Imjin River, were driven back by the 
initial Red attack in this quarter. The 
Reds took Wonson and pushed beyond 
that town in the direction of Seoul. It had 
been expected that the major attack of 
the Reds would be made in this direction 
and Allied units were ready for it. Accord- 
ing to plan, they withdrew to previously 
prepared positions near Uijongbu, and in- 
flicted heavy punishment on the advanc- 
ing Reds with air attacks and concen- 
trated artillery fire. Some Allied units, 
fighting rear guard delaying actions, 
were temporarily cut off by the rapid 
advance of the Reds, but local counter- 
attacks of tanks and infantry reestab- 
lished contact with them. 

On the east coast South Korean units 
which had reached Kansong, 20 miles 
north of the 38th parallel, withdrew a 





This withdrawal was not forced by enemy 
pressure on this front, but was voluntary 
in order to rectify the line and avoid 
needless exposure to a flank attack. 

Farther inland from the east coast the 
Reds took the town of Inje. A local 
counterattack by an Allied tank-infantry 
task force recaptured the town, but 
subsequently relinquished it to the 
enemy. 

At first heavy weather appeared to 
favor the attacking Reds, but subse- 
quently the skies cleared, and the Allies 
were able to utilize the maximum air 
effort in close and deep support of ground 
troops. The Allied air assaults were very 
effective and added to the heavy casual- 
ties inflicted on the enemy. 

It is too early for military observers 
to predict the extent of the gains that 
may be achieved by the Reds in their 
heavy offensive, but they are agreed that 
the enemy will fall far short of attaining 
the objective of destroying the United 
Nations army or driving it into the sea. 

The Reds undoubtedly will have the 
greatest difficulty in providing the neces- 
sary logistic support for long-sustained 
offensive operations. With supply lines 
exposed to air attacks, and little local 
supplies available, it will be hard for the 
enemy to furnish ammunition and food 
for the half-million Red troops in action 
or in close reserve. If the dispropor- 
tionately heavy losses sustained by the 
Reds during the first few days are con- 
tinued the enemy offensive could be of 
relatively short duration. 

General Ridgway in Korea 


Soon after the start of the Red offensive 
this week, General Ridgway flew from 
Tokyo to Korea, conferred with General 
Van Fleet, and visited frontline units. 
On his return to Japan General Ridgway 
gave it as his opinion that the heaviest 
blow in the attack had not yet been 
struck, but he expressed confidence in 
the ability of the Allied troops to meet 
it. He said the present battle might well 
be decisive. General Ridgway said: 

“It is a basic responsibility of command 
to anticipate when and where the poten- 
tially decisive phases of battle will occur; 
to be there in advance of their occurrence 
if practicable; and in any event to be there 
during development, in order to obtain 
from commanders and from conditions on 
the spot at the time of action, an accurate 
sensing of the situation, as the best basis 
for command decisions. 

“I went to Korea for that reason. I had 
several hours on the ground with General 
Van Fleet at his forward command post, 
and then with him and some of his com- 
manders at their forward command posts. 

“It appears to me at this time that this 
attack is another major effort by our Com- 
munists enemy to drive United Nations 
Forces from Korea, or to destroy them, re- 
gardless of the futher destruction of his own 
troops, and the continued criminal devasta- 
tion of Korea. 

“It appears, also, that this will be the 
heaviest offensive effort yet made, though 
it has not yet attained its maximum 
strength. The conduct of operations is in 
the competent hands of General Van Fleet, 
and I have complete confidence that the 
Eighth Army under his leadership—with the 
unfailing support of our Navy and Air Force 
—will fully accomplish all assigned missions, 
and with high credit. 

“The battle is joined. It may well prove 
decisive.’

EVELOPMENTS of a purely military 

nature in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization’s several areas this week 
have been all but submerged from public 
view by the political developments on 
both sides of the ocean. Experience has 
shown that political developments, inter- 
national or within a nation, can have 
a quick and severe effect upon military 
planning, and the present times are not 
an exception. One may note in passing 
the suggestion by an American Congress- 
man that it may prove advisable to ask 
General Eisenhower to return to Wash- 
ington to testify on matters raised by the 
MacArthur issue—notably on the po- 
tential conflict between the aid-to-Europe 
and the aid-to-Asia concepts. 


The British parliamentary crisis is now 
approaching. There is a temptation to 
express amazement over the immediate 
cause of it. It is a little surprising to 
have a Government ride fairly easily over 
a series of tests on the very gravest 
issues of defense and preparedness, only 
to come a cropper on the question of 
whether a Briton will get his false teeth 
and spectacles free or will have to pay 
half their cost. Yet Aneurin Bevan’s 
resignation from the Labor Government 
on that issue, following closely on Ernest 
Bevin’s death and other internal weak- 
enings of the Attlee command, seems 
quite likely to upset the Labor Govern- 
ment. 

Across the channel the French Gov- 
ernment, lately installed, is particularly 
wary of making any unnecessary deci- 
sions, military or otherwise, which can 
have political repercussions. A national 
election lies only a few weeks ahead; 
prospects, if all goes well, are of a very 
considerable reduction in the Communist 
strength in parliament (now nearly one- 
third of the total as a result of the 1946 
election) and the anti-Communist ele- 
ments are anxious not to hurt that 
gratifying prospect. There already is 
trouble enough in assuring a satisfactory 
vote on the Schuman plan (for pooling 
the coal and steel resources of France, 
West Germany, Italy and the three 
Benelux countries) which has passed the 
first stage but still needs the approval 
of each of the six national parliaments. 
The importance of that six-way approval 
cannot be overstated. It is possible to 
think of the new plan, once approved and 
in operation, as leading toward an eco- 
nomic union of the same six countries, 
with all which this might lead to in the 
way of political harmony—and military 
effectiveness. In more than one respect, 
then, French political worries have 4 
close bearing on the military prospect. 

Italy, one may add, has been faltering 
of late in its military activities. The pro- 
posal for the $400,000,000 military budget, 
on which it had been expected the Italian 
Senate would begin discussion some time 
ago, is not going to reach the floor for 
at least ten days, if then. It was to speed 
things up that Charles M. Spofford, the 
American chairman of the NATO Council 
of Deputies, went to Rome last week. It 
does not appear that he accomplished 
his purpose, and again it might be ex- 
plained on the ground that Italy is having 
municipal elections shortly, and the 
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MacArthur Returns 
For Capitol Hearing | 


Exactly two weeks after his momen- 
tous “farewell” address to Congress, Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur will 
return to Capitol Hill on Thursday, 3 
May, for testimony before the combined 
Senate Armed Services and Foreign 
Relations Committees. 

This will mark General MacArthur’s 
first appearance before a Congressional 
committee since he left the post of Chief 
of Staff of the Army in 1935. 

It is certain that, just as so many times 
in the past, his presentation to Congress 
next week will have an important effect 
on the future of the Armed Forces. And 
above this, what General MacArthur has 
to say and how he answers the complex 
questions certain to be put him may in- 
fluence dramatically the nation’s foreign 
policy. 

In addition to General MacArthur, the 
other two five-star Army officers now in 
the United States are slated to appear be- 
fore the Committee. They are Secretary 
of Defense George C. Marshall, who 
ranks General MacArthur by two days 
and General of the Army Omar N. Brad- 
ley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
The other five-star Army officer, General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Supreme Commander Allied Powers 
Europe, junior to General MacArthur by 
two days, also may be summoned from 
Europe to testify during the hearings, 
although this is only a possibility. 

Undoubtedly, the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, headed by Senator Rich- 
ard Russell (D-Ga.), will also call General 
J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, 
Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, and General Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg, Air Force Chief of Staff, be- 
fore the hearings are concluded. 

What the Committee will want to know 
is the specific area of agreement and dis- 
agreement among General MacArthur 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The rela- 
tionship of the former Far East Com- 
mander to the JCS was put in dramatic 
focus during General MacArthur’s ad- 
dress to Congress last week, in which he 
stated that military necessity required 
four steps to neutralize the “extra pro- 
tection” given the enemy north of the 
Yalu River. General MacArthur advo- 
cated: 

1, Intensification of our economic block- 
ade against China. 

2. Imposition of a naval 
against the Chinese coast. 

3. Removal of restrictions on air recon- 
naissance of China’s coastal area and of 
Manchuria. 

4. Removal of restrictions on the forces 
of the Republic of China on Formosa, 
with logistical support to contribute to 
their effective operations against the 
mainland. 

General MacArthur told Congress and 
the Nation that for holding these views, 
“I have been severely criticized in lay 
circles, principally abroad, despite my un- 
derstanding that from a military stand- 
point the above views have been fully 
shared by practically every military 
leader concerned with the Korean cam- 
paign, including our own Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.” 

It was this forthright reference to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff which came out 
from the General’s stirring address as the 
principal piece of unfinished Congres- 
sional business. 

Immediately after the General had con- 
cluded his remarks to Congress and had 
left Washington after a tremendous civic 
reception on the Monument Grounds, 
there began a “debate of documentation” 
on the JCS reference. 

On the night of 19 April, simultaneous- 
ly with the General’s arrival in New York 
City where the next day he was given 
the most tumultuous greeting ever ex- 
tended.a returning hero, the Department 
of Defense issued a challenging state- 
ment, which said in part: 

“The action taken by the President in 
relieving General MacArthur was based 
upon the unanimous recommendations of 
the President’s principal civilian and 
military advisers, including the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” 

At that time, it was stated the indi- 
vidual members of the JCS would have 
nothing to say on this issue until called

to testify in the already-scheduled Con- 
gressional hearing. 

It so happened, however, that General 
Bradley that night delivered an address 
at the University of North Carolina in 
Chapel Hill, of which former Secretary 
of the Army Gordon Gray is president. 
And when the speech was finished, Gen- 
eral Bradley was asked questions from 
the audience pertaining to General Mac- 
Arthur’s removal from command. The 
JCS Chairman was asked to comment 
specifically on General MacArthur’s re- 
marks that the JCS was in agreement 
with him on the Korean situation from 


a military standpoint. e 
General Bradley was quoted as re- 
plying: wie 


“The Joint Chiefs of Staff by law are 
military advisors to the President. We 
rendered our advice to him on a military 
point of view. If we are going to be of 
lise to the President, we feel our advice 
should be confidential. We would be de- 
stroying our usefulness if it was public.” 

General Bradley stated that “the ques- 
tion of General MacArthur’s relief is 
primarily a political one. I am a military 
man.” He stated that General Mac- 
Arthur’s speech was “very good but it 
would not be proper for me to discuss 
the pro’s and con’s of it.” 

General Bradley, asked what is the Far 
Eastern policy and what are our aims in 
Korea, was quoted as responding: 

“Our present objective in Korea is to 
stop the Communists—to kill as many as 
we can at the least possible cost to our- 
selves. Our aim is to try to arrive at a 
situation that will permit a settlement 
sometime and to get out of Korea.” 

When the Senate hearings begin next 
week, General Bradley undoubtedly will 
be asked to discuss the “pro’s and con’s” 
of General MacArthur’s address. 

Also it is not likely that the secrecy 
which General Bradley urged at Chapel 
Hill regarding the advice of the Joint 
Chiefs to the President will be left en- 
tirely inviolate. 

The President’s action in removing 
General MacArthur, it is recalled, was 
fortified by the declassification of docu- 
ments heretofore labelled as “secret” and 
there have been continuing references to 
other classified documents, both to sup- 
port and refute General MacArthur’s 
position.

Gasperi Government is not at all anxious 
to provide the left-wingers with argu- 
ments. The budget discussion therefore 
is likely to drag on, despite the fact that 
Italian contributions to NATO are not 
proceeding rapidly at all and cannot do 
so without budgetary encouragement. 
Even the work on ground installations 
for the emaciated Italian air force is de- 

layed. 

The effect of all this on NATO’s mili- 
tary planning is obvious. It was by a 
thin majority of 11 votes (291 to 280) that 
the Labor Government in Britain lately 
won out in its test of support for the 
Atlantic Command plan (whereby overall 
command is tendered to an American, 
rather than a British, admiral). Curious- 
ly, in stressing his view that the Atlantic 
Command should have gone to a Briton, 
Mr. Churchill as opposition leader dis- 
played small interest in getting the ex- 
pected Mediterranean command for a 
British admiral; he even advanced the 
unexpected view that Britain is no 
longer able to bear the burden of Medi- 
terranean control, politically speaking. 
His allusion of course is to the dark situa- 
tion at Suez, but it is interesting to see 
that he is disposed—or was this week, 
anyway—to leave more and more of the 
Mediterranean responsibility to allies. 

All this combines to delay NATO’s firm 
planning of the Atlantic Area and the 
Mediterranean commands. Announce- 
ment of the first was expected a fortnight 
ago, to be followed shortly by announce- 
ment on the second. It now appears there 
will be a longer delay. A large part of 
the responsibility for this must be found 
in British uncertainty as to which party 
will be controlling national matters a 
few weeks hence, and hence whose policy 
will determine the exact form and ex- 
tent of NATO participation. 

Against these large political develop- 
ments the week’s military developments 
in NATO seem rather small. Most notable 
is SHAPE’s decision not to attempt any 





united ground maneuvers this summer. 
Partly it is due to the small number of 
ready divisions which will be at General 
Eisenhower’s disposal this summer; 
largely it is due to a little uneasiness 
about displaying these forces on ma- 
neuver in the area which would ration- 
ally be chosen for such activities, viz. 
West Germany. 

The air maneuver, under direction of 
Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad, air commander 
in the Central Sector, will bring together 
units of the air forces of America, 
Britain, France, Belgium, and the Nether- 
lands in a three-day operation. The naval 
forces, presumably under control of Ad- 
miral Sir Patrick Brind, will take place 
shortly afterward. Neither program is 
yet announced in detail. 


Dr. Meiling Resigns 

The Secretary of Defense, General 
Marshall, this week announced the resig- 
nation of Dr. Richard L. Meiling as 
Chairman of the Armed Forces Medical 
Policy Council, effective 30 June. A suc- 
cessor has not been named. 

In his letter of resignation, Dr. Meil- 
ing stated that his two-year leave of ab- 
sence from the Ohio State University 
College of Medicine terminates on 30 
June, and that he felt he must return 
to his professional, clinical and academic 
responsibilities. Dr. Meiling has served 
in the Office of the Secretary of Defense 
since 1948, under Secretaries Forrestal, 
Johnson, and Marshall. 

Genéral Marshall said that he accepted 
Dr. Meiling’s resignation with deep re- 
gret. He said: 

‘“‘You have very ably discharged a diffi- 
cult role in unification, in developing a co- 
ordinated medical program for the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force without loss of the 
individual medical service independence nec- 
essary to the combat mission of each service. 
I am most reluctant to release such a com- 
petent advisor and executive as you have 
proved to be.’’ 

Dr. Meiling has served as Chairman of 
the Armed Forces Medical Policy Council 
since its establishment on 2 Jan. 1951. 
An original member of the Armed Forces 
Medical Advisory Committee established 
by Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
in November 1948, Dr. Meiling also served 
as Director of the Office of Medical Serv- 
ices, Department of Defense, for fifteen 
months. 

A brigadier general in the U. S. Air 
Force Reserve, Dr. Meiling was on active 
duty from October 1940 until 1946, dur- 
ing which period he was graduated from 
the Air Force School of Aviation Medi- 
cine, and the Army Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School.

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Rotation Regulation 
The Army has released Circular No. 
28 on Rotation of Combat Personnel, 
which states that “the method by which 
personnel will be selected for rotation 
will be as prescribed by the Commander- 
in-Chief, Far East Command.” 

Meantime, in the Far East, Maj. Gen. 
W. A. Beiderlinden, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, emphasized that the principal 
criteria for rotation will be combat ex- 
posure and total time served in Korea. 
The Army said previously it planned to 
rotate about 20,000 men per month be- 
ginning in the summer. Congressional 
hearings released this week disclosed that 
a 25,000 figure per month may be achieved 
contingent, of course, on the military sit- 
uation. 

There will be no “point system,” with 
actual selection to be determined by 
commanders in the field. 

In view of the offensive launched this 
week by the enemy, it is significant to 
note that General Beiderlinden declared 
that “rotation will be directly affected 
by the day to day military picture. It 
cannot be allowed to impair the combat 
efficiency of our forces,” he said. 

Personnel who have been hospitalized 
as a result of wounds received in action 
in Korea—for which the Purple Heart 
was awarded—and subsequently reas- 
signed to Korea, will receive rotation 
credit for the period of hospitalization 
as though the hospitalization period had 
actually been served with the unit to 
which they are subsequently assigned in 
Korea. 

Rotated personnel will be staged 
through Japan before they are returned 
to the United States. The average time 
for processing in Japan is expected to 
take seven days, except for servicemen 
whose dependents are now residing in 
the Far East Command. Processing for 
this latter group is expected to take up 
to two weeks longer because of the neces- 
sity for arranging for packing of house- 
hold goods and concurrent travel of 
families back to the United States. 

Personnel eligible for rotation who de- 
sire to be assigned to Japan instead of 
returning to the United States will be 
permitted to volunteer, provided they 
agree to serve 18 months in the Far East 
Command after departing from Korea. 
These requests, General Beiderlinden 
pointed out, will be considered if position 
vacancies exist. However, such personnel 
will normally not be returned to Japan 
earlier than such time as they would 
normally have been selected for return 
to the United States if they had not ap- 
plied for duty in Japan or elsewhere 
within the Far East Command.

Foley crawled over the surface flat on 
his stomach to distribute his weight and 
keep the ice from breaking. He got to 
the hole and without hesitating let him- 
self down in the water, clear out of sight. 





Suddenly there was a splashing in 
the hole in the ice. It was Foley, 
and he had the boy in his arms. 


He went down twice without finding 
Donald. Then the boy on the bank 
yelled...

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Air Force ““Command” 

Senate Committee hearings on the bill 
for the organization of the Air Force 
were marked this week by efforts of Air 
Force leaders to have the Chief of Staff 
given “command” functions rather than 


“supervision” as provided in the bill 
already passed by the House. 
Both Secretary of the Air Force 


Thomas K. Finletter and General Hoyt 
S. Vandenberg, USAF Chief of Staff, 
urged that the Senate amend the measure 
to give the Chief of Staff “command over 
the members and organizations of the Air 
Force.” 

Under existing law, the Chief of Staff 
of the Army has supervision over his 
forces while the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and the Chief of Staff of the Air 
Force Have command over their forces. 
General Vandenberg told the committee 
that the Navy and Air Force when away 
from their bases should be under com- 
mand of their respective military leaders. 

The Bureau of the Budget, it was said, 
favors “supervision” rather than com- 
mand, basing its contention on a belief 
that there should be civilian control. 
Secretary Finletter, however, told the 
committee that the question of civilian 
control is not involved. The Committee 
said it would ask the Budget Bureau to 
send witnesses to elaborate its point of 
view. 

There was considerable discussion over 
the section providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Judge Advocate General, but 
mot providing for a Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Corps. General Vandenberg said the 
Air Force wants to be a consolidated 
erganization without a separate corps. 
Mr. George A. Stigelberg, chairman of 
the Committee on Justice of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, urged the committee 
to require that a JAG corps be set up to 
minimize command influence as recom- 
mended in the Roberts Report. 

Col. Thomas King, chairman of the Air 
Force Reserve Affairs of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association, recommended: (1) the 
establishment of an Assistant Secretar)

for Reserves; (2) a special office for Re- 
serve affairs; (3) a Reserve command to 
be added to the three specified in the bill; 
(4) a Deputy Chief of Staff and full staff 
for Reserves; and (5) a separate JAG 
Corps. 

Mr. Paul H. Robbins, executive director 
of the National Society of Professional 
Engineers, wanted the bill amended to 
give legislative recognition to profes- 
sional engineers. 

In his testimony, General Vandenberg 
said: 

“The very fact that the Constitution re- 
fers to the President as the Commander-in- 
Chief makes it clear that others with au- 
thority to exercise command were contem- 
plated. In the nature of things there must 
be subordinate commanders under the Com- 
mander-in-Chief if there is to be a chain 
of command. Congress recognized the need 
for delineating this chain of command in 
the National Security Act by designating 
the uniformed head of the Air Force as the 
officer to exercise command over the Air 
Force under the direction of the Secretary. 
It is essential that this chain of command 
be delineated in order for the Chief of Staff 
to discharge properly his responsibilities to 
the civilian head of the Department. I firmly 
believe that this was the reasoning behind 
the adoption of the provision contained in 
the National Security Act and was undoubt- 
edly why President Roosevelt by Executive 
Order 9635, September 29, 1945, authorized 
the Chief of Naval Operations to command 
the operating forces of the Navy and made 
him responsible to the Secretary of the Navy 
for their use in war and for plans and 
preparation for their readiness for war. This 
provision of the Executive Order was later 
enacted into law by the 80th Congress and 
became Public Law 432, clearly establishing 
a chain of command for all operating forces 
of the Navy. 

“To change the Chief of Staff from a com- 
mander to a supervisor or overseer would 
break an important link in the chain of 
command. To whom then would the Secre- 
tary give his directives? The Secretary 
should have a single point to which he can 
address his directives and to which he can 
look for the execution of these directives 
while retaining full freedom and right to 
consult with and be consulted by all eche- 
lons of personnel, The logical and natural 
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point would be the top military man of the 
service, the Chief of Staff. * * * 

“I do not believe the reasons advanced 
for the change are compelling, and I 
strongly urge that no change be made in 
the language of the National Security Act 
which authorizes the Chief of Staff to ex- 
ercise command over the entire Air Force 
under the Secretary's direction, I therefore 
recommend that the language of Section 
204 of H. R. 1726 be revised to conform to 
the language of Section 208(b) of the Na- 
tional Security Act. 

“Before I close, Mr. Chairman, I wish to 
advise the Committee that time has not per- 
mitted clearance of my statement by the 
Bureau of the Budget.”’

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AF Discloses Plans For 


Release Of Reservists 

Following the testimony on Capitol 
Hill last week of Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Anna M. Rosenberg regarding 
the release of Reserve personnel from 
extended active duty, the Air Force this 
week summarized its plans. 

It has been emphasized that all policies 
regarding future release of Reservists are 
contingent upon the international and 
military situations. Therefore, it is pos- 
sible that carefully drawn plans may have 
to be revamped suddenly. 

However, late this week, this is the 
way the Air Force picture on release of 
reservists was being drawn. 

Airmen ordered to extended active duty 
from the Volunteer Reserve will be 
afforded the opportunity to elect relief 
from active duty after 12 months of serv- 
ice, while Reserve officers ordered to ac- 
tive duty since 25 June 1950 may be re- 
quired to serve a minimum of 21 months. 

The release policy was outlined as 
follows: 

Airmen called from the Volunteer Re- 
serve may elect to: 

(1) Be relieved from active duty effec- 
tive upon completion of 12 months of 
active service in their present tour; 

(2) Continue on active duty in their 
present tour for a total of 21 months; or 

(3) Re-enlist in their present grade in 
the Regular Air Force for three or more 
years. 

Reserve officers ordered to active duty 
since 25 June 1950 may elect to: 

(1) Be released from active duty as 
soon as military requirements permit but 
no later than upon completion of 21 
months of active service on their present 
tour. Officers’ records will be reviewed 
within the first twelve months of their 
tour to determine whether they may be 
released prior to the completion of the 
21 months’ tour; 

(2) Be authorized to continue on active 
duty for an indefinite period. 

Air National Guard and Organized Re- 
serve airmen ordered to active service 
will be released upon completion of 21 
months active service if they so desire 
unless termination of Reserve component 
enlistment, including the one year exten- 
sion of Public Law 624, permits earlier 
separation. 

ROTC graduates reporting for active 
duty for a 24-month tour will be released 
at the completion of the tour of duty if 
they so desire. 
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Improvements in Aircraft 


Communications 


A new concept in intra-plane communi- 
cations for the expanding Air Force is 
announced by the Air Materiel Com- 
mand, Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. 
Voice distortion and fading has been re- 
duced as much as 95 per cent and the 
discomfort of earphones has been mini- 
mized, officials report. 

Engineers of Electronics Laboratory 
redesigned all the audio components of 
an aircraft communication system in one 
coordinated project, which, they say, has 
achieved better integration of parts than 
was possible in the piece-meal projects 
of the past. 

One of the most important basic 
changes in the new system is the use of 
small amplifiers at each station instead 
of the one large central amplifier being 
used in the current sets. Voice distortion 
and instability, which is especially prev- 
alent at high altitudes, has been cut 
down by 95 per cent by increasing the 
frequency range and utilizing a moving 
coil dynamic microphone and earphones 
instead of the carbon mike and magnetic 
diaphragm earphones now in use. 

At present, the sets cover a range of 
300 to 4,000 cycles per second, which 
makes it very difficult to distinguish such 
high frequency sounds as “s,” “t,” “f,” 
“p,” “b,” and “d.” This has been elimi- 
nated by stepping up the range to include 
250 to 6,000 cycles per second. 

In addition, the mikes now embody a 
noise-cancelling principle, which almost 
completely eliminates sounds from a dis- 


tance, such as engine and propeller noise. , 


Earphones were redesigned to make 
them more comfortable. An outside plas- 
tic shell houses glass fibers covered with 
a latex rubber. Over this is a nylon cap, 
looking not unlike a miniature shower 
cap, which serves to keep the skin away 
from the cold bare rubber. This cap also 
prevents the ear from adhering to the 
rubber. 

The uncomfortable leather-covered 
metal bands that now form the headband 
will give way to a netting that snaps on 
easily. Finally, the two plugs and cord 
used for the earphones and mike have 
been reduced to one plug and one cord. 
Optional equipment is a helmet with the 
earphones built in. 

With the new system, earphones may 
be used only on take-offs and in combat. 
At all other times a speaker system prob- 
ably will be utilized. 


The new system, designated the 
AN/AIC-10, was designed to replace 
eventually all sets now in use on bomb- 
ers, fighters and transports. It was de- 
signed by the RCA Laboratories, Camden, 
N. J., under the direction of AMC engi- 
neers.

Basic Training Centers 

The Senate Armed Services Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee this week released de- 
tailed reports of its investigation of four 
indoctrination and basic training centers 
—Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo., Ft. Jackson, 
S. C., Camp Chaffee, Ark., and the Ma- 
rine Corps Recruit Depot, San Diego, 
Calif. 

Chairman Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex) 
stated: “These four bases are fairly typi- 
cal of what we found during our investi- 
gation. Generally, conditions are good, 
although there have been some serious 
problems such as the lack of satisfactory 
instructors at Camp Chaffee. We were 
especially pleased to find the commands 
at the various installations well aware of 
their problems and trying to remedy 
local problems. It will, however, take a 








great deal more effort to cure the in- 
tolerable housing conditions for depend- 
ents of Ft. Leonard Wood personnel.” 

Excerpts from the reports follow: 

Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo. 

‘The command has displayed considerable 
commendable interest in providing realistic 
field training for trainees. There is no more 
cruel disservice to trainees than to offer un- 
realistic, ‘soft’ training programs. Thrusting 
a young soldier into combat without the con- 
ditioning of a realistic training regimen is 
equivalent to negligent homicide. With our 
manpower so scarce, it is imperative that our 
combat training programs be adequate to de- 
velop within the individual recruits the re- 
sourcefulness of good soldiers. ‘Battle-like’ 
training, such as that offered at Fort Leonard 
Wood, may seem ‘rough’ to trainees; it is far 
more beneficial to them than a life-insurance 
policy. 

“‘Fort Leonard Wood is presently suffering 
from some handicaps caused, primarily, by its 
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location remote from large population cen- 
ters. The chief handicap is the lack of hous- 
ing for military dependents. At a training 
base, a vital factor in the efficiency of the 
training program is the morale and attitude 
of the permanent personnel—i.e., the instruc- 
tors, etc. The absence of suitable, reasonably 
priced housing for dependents affects these 
permanent officers and men most directly. 

‘‘An instructor whose wife and children are 
housed in a $100-a-month hovel is not likely 
to remain a good instructor for long. This 
problem of housing for families cannot be 
neglected, particularly around training in- 
stallations such as Fort Leonard Wood. A 
thorough and sincere effort should be made 
to relieve the problem.’’

Service Pay. Principally because of its long 
involvement in the Universal Service and Train- 
ing Act, the House Committee on Armed Services 
has not yet gotten around to considering the -vi- 
tally necessary changes in the Career Compensa- 
tion Act. Representative Paul Kilday (D-Tex), 
chairman of the subcommittee and sponsor of the 
original pay bill, has been working with the pro- 
fessional staff of the Committee on amendments 
to the pay bill since last Fall. However, his pro- 
posed omnibus pay amendment bill has not yet 
even been drafted for introduction in the House. 
He told THE JOURNAL this week that he hopes to 
get at it soon. Meanwhile, business and industrial 
pay scales have been increased and the Senate 
Civil Service Committee has held extensive hear- 
ings looking toward an increase in civilian gov- 
ernmental pay scales. It was reported this week 
that Mr. Robert Ramspeck, Chairman of the Civil 
Service Committee, has come out in favor of a 
flat ten per cent pay increase for the classified 
civil service and postal employees. Mr. Jerry 
Kluttz, writing in The Washington Post, quoted 
Chairman Ramspeck as informing other Admin- 
istration personnel policymakers that ‘“‘the Gov- 
ernment should do no less for its own people than 
it has indorsed for private employees through the 
national wage policy.” This, of course, is sound 
logic and applies as well to the members of the 
Armed Services whose pay rates have lagged be- 
hind while other governmental and non-govern- 
mental scales have steadily increased. Even Con- 
gress gave itself an increase from $10,000 to $12,- 
500 a year, added to it a $2,500 tax-free expense 
allowance for which members do not have to 
account, and set up a system of retirement pay. 
But the officially sponsored project of combat pay, 
which has generally been recognized as a neces- 
sity ever since the outbreak in Korea, is still far 
from enactment. Reports are current in Wash- 
ington that Administration leaders favor the in- 
clusion of Service personnel in an over-all cost- 
of-living increase for government employees. We 
hope this is true for the Armed Forces’ pay is 
still far behind that recommended three years 
ago by the all-civilian Hook Committee. It is 
true that the Armed Services Committees have 
grave and important questions before them, but 
certainly the question of pay with its vital bear- 
ing on Service morale can not too long be left un- 
attended. 


Navy Forced Attrition. The Chief of Naval 
Personnel, Vice Adm. L. T. DuBose, USN, testify- 
ing this week on a bill to permit retention on 
active duty of junior officers twice passed over 
by selection boards, and who otherwise would be 
discharged, said: 

“Many of these officers can still render valuable 
service to the Navy. Their separation, while at 
the same time recalling reserves, is incompatible 
with the needs of manpower under present 
conditions.” 

Would not the same argument apply to the 
professionally and physically qualified rear ad- 
mirals who are being forcibly retired solely be- 
cause they have served four years in grade and 
a total of 34 years’ service? These experienced and 
valuable flag officers should be retained on active 
duty as extra numbers in grade. 


Personnel Strength. In light of the gravity 
of the world situation, and particularly the war 
in Korea, reserve personnel would be wise if they 
would refrain from planning too heavily on early 
relief from active duty. While rather detailed 
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schedules for releasing reserve personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps were 
given to Congress by the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense, Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, particular note 
should be made of the fact that she testified prior 
to the new drive of the Chinese Reds and that she 
was careful to qualify the plans with the state- 
ment that they would be carried out only if there 
was no deterioration in the international situa- 
tion. In the meantime, Admiral Forrest Sherman, 
USN, Chief of Naval Operations and a member 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, presented to the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee a set of strength 
figures approved by the JCS for the various serv-

About that Pay Cut 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I am amazed at the cavalier treatment your maga- 
zine gave the very sound and patriotic suggestion made 
by the Denver Post, regarding the reduction of the pay 
of servicemen. 

The fact that some 30 per cent of the large number 
of my ship’s company, most of whom were brought 
back into service last fall, are making every effort 
to obtain release, largely because of their poor finan- 
cial status in the service, and the difficulties of their 
dependents at home in making ends meet, is of no 
importance. It seems to me that their income should 
be cut still further, if such a cut will benefit our over- 
all military and national preparedness. 

Let’s save the taxpayers some money! Let’s not for- 
get, though, the possibility of saving them even more 
money, by an across-the-board cut in all wages, salaries, 
and incomes of other types, all over the United States. 
By such a cut their income taxes would be greatly 
reduced, and they would really be better off in the 
long run. 

At the same time, let the Editor of the Post publish 
a list of his editorial staff, showing their pay, plus 
bonus, plus pension, plus social security fund value, 
plus what they have been able to save over their pay 
in the past fifteen years. 

Let’s compare that with my pay, allowances, “ex- 
tras,” retired pay, and anything else I may be pampered 
with Let’s consider the fact that I am responsible for 
some thirty million dollars worth of Government prop- 
erty, and the lives and well-being of some five hundred 
over-paid service men. 

And any time, after a careful consideration, any of 
the members of the Editorial Staff of the Denver Post 
with corresponding responsibilities would like to ex- 
change pay checks (present or reduced) with me, I am 
confident it would be a very great help to me in meet- 


ices as of 30 June 1951 and 30 June 1952. These 
provided for a peak build-up of the Army and 
Marine Corps as of this June to meet training re- 
quirements, after which there would be some de- 
cline in their strengths as they returned to opera- 
tional requirements and released the extra train- 
ing personnel.

Promotions for ORC and NG 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

It is recommended that your good office be utilized 
to secure more equitable justice for the AUS, ORC and 
NG officers, other than defacto recognition of their 
existence. It is suggested that: 

a. Steps be taken to end present retirement laws so 
that so called “temporary officers, some of whom have 
served in excess of ten years as officers, so that they 
may be retired in their highest grade irrespective of 
date served and component served in. Some of this class 
of personnel have served a total of over 20 years. The 
question might be asked, “How long is temporary?” 

b. Limit the number of promotions a regular army 
officer may receive in any one given period of time. 
Some regular army officers have been promoted as 
many as three times in forty-five months, some have 
been promoted from Captain to Colonel in forty-five 
months. During this same forty-five months, promo- 
tions for the reserve components (on active duty in 
AUS) have been denied. The reserve components, until 
recently, were denied any chance of advancement in 
their active duty status. If there are going to be any 
further promotions, at least make every one on active 
duty free and equal in the AUS promotions. 

c. When legislation is contemplated affecting pay 
and retirement laws, that a broader and better cross 
section of views be obtained from the reserve com- 
ponents. It is doubted that the “pressure” organizations 
speak for over 10% of the total personnel affected.

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


IN resigning this week as Labor Minister in the British cabinet as a result of 

a relatively minor dispute over the health budget, Aneurin Bevan, long a contro- 
versial figure in Socialist circles, took occasion to make a vitriolic attack on the 
United States in the House of Commons. Mr. Bevan resigned his cabinet post be- 
cause the new British budget would require recipients of eyeglasses and false 
teeth under the British socialized medicine program to pay one-half the cost. This 
charge was to be imposed in order to make more funds available for British 
rearmament. 

The fiery labor leader, however, extended his revolt against his party to include 
an attack on its cooperation with the United States for European military security. 
He declared in his speech in Parliament that economic repercussions of the Ameri- 
can rearmament program pose a greater threat to the world than Russian aggres- 
sion. He accused the United States of unsettling world economy, encouraging infla- 
tion, and grabbing all essential raw materials, while urging its allies to rearm. 

Following Mr. Bevan out of the Labor government were Harold Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and John Freeman, parliamentary secretary to the 
Ministry of Supply. Mr. Wilson, in a more restrained statement than that of Mr. 
Bevan, charged that the United States was insisting on getting sufficient essential 
raw materials to meet both its military and civilian demands, thus depleting the 
world supply to the extent that not enough were available for the most urgent 
requirements of England. 

For a time it seemed almost certain that this rebellion within the Labor party 
would wipe out the paper-thin margin of parliamentary control of the Attlee gov- 
ernment and force a new general election. However, at a stormy meeting this 
week the Labor party decided to close ranks, and support the government, at least 
for the present, against the Conservative opposition. Many observers believe that 
if a general election were held in England this summer the Conservatives would he 
victorious. 


& MR. BEVAN’S ATTACK on the United States could scarcely have been more 
ill-timed for its effect on Anglo-American relations. It comes at a time when in 
this country many Congressional and other supporters of General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur are charging that his removal from high command in the Far 
East was due largely to the opposition of the British government to his views 
on the prosecution of the Korean war. The virulence of Mr. Bevan’s anti-American 
speech will certainly fan the flames of anti-British feeling in this country, and 
strengthen the already formidable opposition to continued American aid in British 
rearmament. 

Criticism of the British opposition to the MacArthur proposal for the extension 
of the Korean war to China will undoubtedly be freely voiced next week when the 
Senate hearings on the American Far Eastern military policy will open, with 
General MacArthur as the first witness. Secretary of Defense George C. Marshall 
and members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff will also testify. An important avenue 
for Congressional exploration is the understanding of General MacArthur that his 
proposals for bombing Manchurian bases, and using Chinese nationalist troops from 
Formosa in operations against the Chinese mainland had the approval of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

While General MacArthur, through his spokesman, Maj. Gen. Courtney Whitney, 
has kept the controversy alive by contending that not only members of the Joint 
Chiefs, but also his successor, Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, strongly favored the 
use of Chinese nationalist troops on the mainland, the Defense Department has 
limited its comments on the subject. One statement was released announcing that 
members of the Joint Chiefs had unanimously recommended the removal of General 
MacArthur from his command, but it did not go into the question of extending 
the Korean conflict. 


®& AMBASSADOR-AT-LARGE JOHN FOSTER DULLES, who returned from Japan 
this week, said the Communists of Russia, China and Japan are working intensely 
to “spread distrust and fear’ in Japan in an effort to block the projected Japanese 
peace settlement. He called for prompt and united action by the free world on an 
enlightened peace treaty to frustrate the Red design. 

One of the purposes of his trip to Japan, Mr. Dulles said, was to inform 
General Ridgway, the new Supreme Commander, regarding the American program 
for the Japanese peace treaty. The ambassador added: 

“General Ridgway is quickly mastering the subject and there can be complete 
confidence that he will deal effectively with the Japanese phase of his new 
responsibilities.” 

Current developments in Korea and elsewhere appear to be definitely weakening 
Communist political strength in Japan. Municipal elections held in many parts of 
that country this week registered heavy Communist losses. Throughout the country 
not a single Communist mayor was chosen, even in Nagano prefecture which formerly 
had five Communist mayors. Most of the successful candidates were independents 
of conservative views. The election results were interpreted as a swing to the 
right, with strong support for the early conclusion of a peace treaty, and continued 
close cooperation with the United States and the other western powers. 


® AN OLYMPIC SPORTS COMMITTEE, it was announced in Russia, has been 
formed with a view to Soviet participation in the 1952 Olympic games at Oslo, Nor- 
way. This would be the first Russian participation in the international quadrennial 
sports classic since the Bolsheviks came to power. This is interpreted by some to 
mean that Russia does not expect to be engaged in war this year or next. 


®» A U. S. MILITARY ASSISTANCE ADVISORY GROUP, headed by Maj. Gen. 
William C. Chase, USA, and composed of 48 officers and 68 enlisted men, is expected 
to arrive in Formosa about 1 May, to assist the Chinese nationalists in training 
personnel in the use of arms and equipment furnished by this country under the 
Military Assistance program. Deputy Secretary of Defense Robert A. Lovett this 
week announced that the group may be expanded later by 500 to 600 men. It is 
understood that the group will assist the Chiang Kai-shek government in preparing 
the island of Formosa for defense against Communist invasion. It will operate as 
a part of the United States Embassy at Taipeh. 

General Chase is a distinguished officer of long combat service. During World 
War II he commanded a cavalry brigade and later the 1st Cavalry Division. He led 
the reconnaissance force that landed on Los Negros Island in the Admiralty group, 
and later took his brigade to Leyte and subsequently to Luzon in the Philippines. 
He personally led the two famed “flying squadrons” into Manila on 3 Feb. 1945. 
After assuming command of the 1st Cavalry Division he took it to Japan. It was 
the first American division to enter Tokyo. His most recent assignment was Chief 
of Staff of the Third Army at Ft. McPherson, Ga.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Persennel Strengths—tin his testimony before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, Admiral Forrest Sherman, USN, Chief of Naval Operations, gave de- 
tailed figures on the 1951 and 1952 personnel ceilings for the various components 
of the Armed Forces. He revealed that both the Army and the Marine Corps will 
have excess strengths as of 30 June 1951 in order to take care of peak training 
requirements. These excess strengths, he said, will be compensated for by delaying 
the expansion of the Navy and the Air Force, so as to avoid exceeding the total 
ceiling set by the President. Subsequently, he said, the Army and the Marine 
Corps will decline somewhat and the Navy and Air Force will expand. The peaking 
of the Army and Marine Corps strengths during this year and their subsequent 
“leveling off,” Admiral Sherman stated, was recommended to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff by the Army and the Marine Corps and agreed to by the JCS “if the Korean 
conflict is terminated.” Actually, he said, “all personnel ceilings for 30 June 1952 
are under review by the Joint Chiefs of Staff in the light of the prolongation of 
the war in Korea.” 

The presently approved personnel ceilings, based on the assumption that the 
Korean war would be over by 1952, Admiral Sherman said, are: 

Army—1,550,000 on 30 June 1951; 1,416,000 on 30 June 1952. 

Navy—735,000 on 30 June 1951; and 810,000 on 30 June 1952. 

Air Force—850,000 on 30 June 1951; and 1,061,000 on 30 June 1952. 

Marine Corps—203,839, plus 190 as Embassy guards, on 30 June 1951; and 175,205, 
plus 316 Embassy guards, as of 30 June 1952. 

The totals would thus be: 3,339,029 on 30 June 1951 and 3,462,521 on 30 June 1952. 

















Use of Retired Naval Officers—The Chief of Naval Operations has told 
Congress that he believes more retired officers should be used to fill technical billets 
where their previous training can be used to advantage by the Navy. Admiral Forrest 
P. Sherman told a House Appropriations subcommittee that “the Government can 
obtain their services for the difference between their retired and active-duty pay, 
which is far less than the cost of a qualified civilian who might be found to fill 
the same billet.” He said that in all cases employment of retired officers is on a 
voluntary basis. Admiral Sherman emphasized that “the use of such naval officers 
in the Washington area in place of civilians will increase the number of military 
personnel in this area, but I consider that the Government should take advantage 
of its investment in the training and in the pay of these officers.” 


Officers Given Clean-up Detail—A strange order issued last week at 
Turner AFB, Albany, Ga.—no one would say who issued it—has occasioned much 
discussion throughout the Service. At the Georgia air base, officers, regardless of 
rank, were directed to police the area by picking up cigarette butts, paper and 
other litter, and some were assigned to trim the grass. It was reported that the 
action was taken after reports of complaints of laxity among officers in seeing that 
the base was kept clean. 

A press dispatch noted that Col. Eugene H. Snavely, base commander, was said. 
to be off the base when the order was being executed and Capt. Bud Adams, public 
information officer, declined comment until the return of the commanding officer. 
An Associated Press dispatch observed that “many enlisted men watched bug-eyed 
as the men designated by Congress as officers and gentlemen scoured the area. The 
enlisted men said privately,” the news account added, “they were shocked at seeing 
the men they are bound by law to respect doing the menial chores they normally 


perform.” 


AF ‘Critical Supply Situatien’——The Air Force, expressing “grave con- 
cern” at the difficulty of furnishing essential supply support to newly activated units 
and units being deployed, has taken steps to conserve critical supply items. Hence- 
iorth, for an indefinite period, automatic issue to newly activated units not scheduled 
for deployment is discontinued. The action was made necessary, the Air Force said, 
because of increased requirements for the Far East Air Forces, rapid expansion 
program, procurement lead time of equipment and issues and rentention of unauthor- 
ized equipment. 

“The critical supply situation,” it was stated will exist for the next several months 
“until production schedules can meet the supply demand.” 


British Lighter-than-Air Development—tThe London Times reports that 
final preparations are being made to flight test the first airship built in England 
since the loss of the R-101. The ship is a small non-rigid dirigible. The new airship 
was started in 1949. Subsequently, an airship club was organized “to build and 
operate airships and foster an interest in all lighter-than-air craft.” The club now 
has 230 members. Maj. Gen. Sir John Capper, a pioneer in lighter-than-air, is presi- 
dent of the club and Dr. Hugo Eckener, German Zeppelin expert, is vice president. 
The Air League of the British Empire and Bournemouth Corporation have con- 
tributed towards the cost of the new airship, the Times states. The envelope is only 
108 feet long and has a capacity of 45,000 cubic feet. It will use hydrogen for lift. 
It is said that the first flight will be piloted by Lord Ventry who took an airship 
course in the United States last year. 


Gen. MaecArthur’s Last Communique—tThe last communique issued by 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, prior to his removal from command by 
the President, was released on 11 April. It’s titled: “General MacArthur’s Com- 
munique No. 850.” The next communique, issued on 12 April, had this heading: 
“General Headquarters Communique No. 851.” 


Royal Sanitary Institute—Attending the Health Congress of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute at Southport, England, this week are the following representatives 
from the U. S. Armed Forces: Col. Jay F. Gamel, MC, USAF, Headquarters Third 
Air Division, Middlesex, England; Lt. Col. Raymond J. Karpen, MC, USA, Preventive 
Medicine Division, Office of the Army Surgeon General; Lt. Col. Louis C. Kossuth, 
MC, USAF, Chief, Preventive Medicine Division, Office of the Air Surgeon, Head- 
quarters, U. S. Air Forces in Europe; and Capt. J. P. Wood, MC, USN, Office of 
Naval Research, Branch Office, London, England. ‘ 
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Feur-Star Army Vacancies—tThe report this week that General Mark W. 
Clark, who will be 55 years old on 1 May, will retire from his post as Chief, Army 
Field Forces, Ft. Monroe, Va., to become Chancellor of the University of California 
at Los Angeles, if true, will mean that the Army will have two four-star vacancies 
to fill. 

General Wade H. Haislip, Vice Chief of Staff, will reach the statutory retirement 
age of 62 on 9 July. 

Among the officers believed under prominent consideration as a successor to 
General Haislip is Lt. Gen. John E. Hull, recently shifted from his assignment as 
Director of the Weapons System Evaluation Group of the Department of Defense, 
to be Deputy Chief of Staff, Administration. 

In addition to the four-star posts of Vice Chief of Staff and Chief, Army Field 
Forces, there is little doubt that four-star rank will be given in the near future 
to Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Far East commander. Also, there is a possibility 
that Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, as Eighth Army commander, will be given the 
rank of general, normally accorded to an officer who commands an army in the field. 
It is conceivable also that Lt. Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, Chief of Staff to General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, will be given a fourth star at a later date. 





General Willeughby Reassigned — Maj. Gen. Charles A. Willoughby, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, Far East Command, and Chief, Civil Intelligence Sec- 
tion, Supreme Commander Allied Powers, Tokyo, is to leave the Far East shortly 
for Letterman Army Hospital, San Francisco. This means that he will be re- 
tired shortly. General Willoughby’s forthcoming departure from the Far East 
Command follows that of Maj. Gen. Courtney Whitney, who is now with General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur, and who will be retired in the near future. Also, 
subsequent to General MacArthur's leaving the Far East, Lt. Gen. Edward M. Almond, 
who is X Corps commander, was succeeded as Chief of Staff by Maj. Gen. Doyle 
O. Hickey, who had been Acting Chief of Staff while General Almond was in Korea. 

Additional changes in top personnel in the Far East likely will be made in the 
near future. 


Navy Admiral Visits Army Base by Helicopter—Vice Adm. John J. 
Ballentine, USN, Commander of the Air Force, Atlantic Fleet, this week landed by 
helicopter at Ft. Monroe, Va., to visit General Mark W. Clark, Chief of Army Field 
Forces. 


Destroy Cutlass Photes—During a demonstration at the Marine Corps Air 
Station, Cherry Point, N. C., early this month, observers took photographs of one 
of the Navy’s newest, most powerful fighter planes, the “Cutlass.” 

Now, Marine intelligence authorities have requested that all unofficial prints 
and negatives of the fighter be destroyed. At the same time, a special warning was 
issued to personnel who took photographs of the plane and have not yet developed 
the film. “Do not have the film developed at a commercial processing firm,” the 
request said, “instead, turn the roll over to intelligence authorities.” The request 
was made applicable to all unofficial photographs, whether the jet was in flight or not. 

The Cutlass is a twin-engine experimental jet, with a speed in excess of 650 
mph. It has delta wings and vertical fins, with a swordfish-like nose, and is equipped 
with carrier-arresting gear. Nineteen of the planes were ordered by the Navy in 
1949, but no recent figures have been made available on the fighter. 


French Heners for U.S. Generals—Four U. S. Army generals have re- 
ceived from France promotions in the ranks they held in the French Legion of Honor. 

Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Assistant Chief of Staff for Operations, Department 
of the Army, and former U. S. Commander in Berlin, was promoted in the Legion 
of Honor from Officer to the rank of Commander. 


Maj. Gen. I. D. White, Chief of Staff, First Army, and former Commanding Gen- 
eral of the U. S. Constabilary in Germany, was promoted from Chevalier to the 
Grade of Officer. 


Maj. Gen. John E. Dahlquist, Commanding General of the U. S. 1st Infantry 
Division in Germany, was promoted from Officer to the grade of Commander. 

Maj. Gen. Edmund B. Seebree, Commanding General of Trieste U. S. Troop and 
former Commander of the Munich Military Post, was promoted from Chevalier 
te the grade of Officer. 

The new honors were awarded to the generals by decree of the French govern- 
ment. The Commander-in-Chief of French Forces in Germany, Lt. Gen. Augustin 
Guillaume, who sponsored the promotions, expressed happiness at the news in a 
message to the general officers, and also conveyed the congratulations of the French 
Ambassador, Francois Poncet. 


Ships of the Fleet—The 3,000 crewmen aboard the carrier USS Philippine 
Sea, operating in Korean waters, were given a special treat when a tremendous cake 
was baked in honor of the 35,000th landing aboard the flat-top. Ens. Stanley W. 
Henderson, USN, made the landing, shortly after Lt. Comdr. Emory R. Coffman, 
USN, had staged the 10,000th combat landing since the ship left San Diego last July. 

En route*from Korea to San Diego, the LST 715, under the command of Lt. 
W. J. Gors, USN; LST 715, Lt, R. B. Leonning, USN; and LST 742, Lt. C. M. Miller. 
USN, arrived at Pearl Harbor last week. 


® THE FAMED STATION SHIP of the U. S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., the 
USS Reina Mercedes departed 18 April under tow for Norfolk, Va., for docking 
and overhaul. The vessel, which first came to Annapolis in 1912, served under the 
Spanish Flag until sunk at Santiago, Cuba, during the Battle of Santiago. In March 
1899 the 278-foot vessel was raised and towed to Norfolk. Until September 1940 the 
Reina Mercedes served also as a “brig” for midshipmen under punishment for 
serious infractions of regulations. Since that time, restriction of midshipmen to 
their rooms in Bancroft Hall has been substituted as a disciplinary measure. Until 
1 July, when the Reina Mercedes returns, the USS APL-57 will serve as Station Ship. 


® FORTY-FOUR FITA FITA Guard members recently arrived at Pearl Harbor 
aboard the LST 857 to join the regular Navy rather than return to civilian life. 
The Guard was established by the U. S. Navy in 1900 when it established a coaling 
station on the island of Samoa. When the Department of the Interior assumed con- 
trol of Samoa this year, the Fita Fita Guard was disbanded. 





Military Netes From Abroad—tThe advent of the turbojet engine has 
not made the propeller a thing of the past, the Society of British Aircraft Con- 
structors emphasizes, simultaneously with a report that designers now are at work 
with propellers of new shapes and sizes. 

Included among the new-type propellers is one being run on a test-bed by 
deHavilland which is an eight-bladed contra-rotating propeller, said to give about 
the same thrust at take-off as all four pure-jet engines of the Comet put together. 


» AUSTRALIA recently bolstered its Navy with acceptance of the HMAS Anzac, 
equipped with 10 torpedo tubes and two twin turrets carrying four 5-inch guns.

greeted by Vice Adm. Harry W. Hill, USN.

on 1 May at the invitation of Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., to inspect Army 
installations. The visit is in accord with the policy to promote goodwill and mutual 
understanding between the U.S. Army and the armies of other Western Hemisphere 
nations.

pm» CANADA will graduate the first cadets from the North Atlantic Treaty Nations 
being trained at RCAF flying schools next month. About 20 navigators from NATO 
nations are scheduled to receive their wings at the RCAF’s Air Navigation School, 
Summerside, P.E.I., on 4 May. Approximately 60 pilots will take part in a similar 
ceremony at the basic pilot training school at Centralia, Ont., on 18 May. A third 
wings presentation is slated for 1 June at Summerside, when 20 more NATO navi- 
gators will finish their course.

Trainees from Belgium, Italy and Norway will be 
represented at the Summerside navigation school ceremony, and call five of the 
continental nations will be represented at the Centralia ceremony. RCAF pilots 
will also be presented with wings at the Centralia ceremony.

Bureau Deputy Chief last October. He also acts as Chief of the Air Force Division, 
National Guard Bureau. 


90th Birthday fer 6th Armered—Now stationed on the critical Czecho 
slovakian border, the 6th Armored Cavalry, commanded by Col. George A. Rehm, 
with Lt. Cols. Richard M. Ripple, Ernest Watson and John B. Maxwell, II, as battalion 
commanders, will celebrate its 90th birthday on 4 May. 

Formed in 1861 by orders of President Lincoln, the “Fighting Sixth” has served 
through 32 major campaigns and has been stationed in a dozen foreign nations. 

From Straubing, Germany, coincidental with the forthcoming anniversary cele- 
bration, there was this account of the present duties of the famed organization: 

“Once again the ‘Fighting Sixth,’ with a history dating back to the start of 
the Civil War, finds itself on outpost duty .. . this time along the German- 
Czechslovakian frontier. And it is a frontier, not a border, because of Communist 
action in establishing a ‘no-man’s land’ on their side of the border at least three 
miles deep. Whole towns have been destroyed—blown up or bulldozed under—while 
others have been evacuated and are crumbling ruins. Such is the picture of the 
Sixth’s station, ‘the eastern-most outpost of democracy (in Europe).’ 

“For two years the Sixth has been undergoing intensive field problems and gun- 
nery training all over the combined U. S., French and British Zones, preparing 
themselves to meet any aggression from the East. Grafenwohr, Camp de Munsingen 
and Hohne became as familiar as the home stations of Landshut, Regensburg and 
Straubing. No one knows how soon they will be called upon to prove in battle what 
they are testing on the training fields of Germany. When it comes, if it comes, the 
men of the ‘Fighting Sixth,’ commanded by Colonel Rehm, stand ready on their 
own ‘line of no retreat’.”

Navy Ship Summary 

Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, has informed 
Congress that in addition to three battle- 
ships now in service (Missouri, Wiscon- 
sin and New Jersey), the Navy has 27 
aircraft carriers—12 of them large car- 
riers—and will have 210 destroyers at the 
end of the current fiscal year and 248 
in June 1952, and 15 cruisers, which will 
be increased to 19 at the end of the next 
fiscal year. 

At the end of June, Admiral Sherman 
reported to the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Armed Services the 
Navy will have 1,044 ships, which during 
fiscal year 1952 will be increased by the 
38 destroyers, four cruisers, two escort 
carriers, 15 submarines and mine craft, 
patrol craft and auxiliaries to bring total 
ship strength to about 1,066 by June 1952. 

Admiral Sherman said the Navy has no 
plans to commission any additional bat- 
tleships. He said two of the three bat- 
tleships will be used for training pur- 
poses this summer and the third will be 
on station off Korea. 

He reported that ships in the Pacific 
are being manned at about 85 per cent 
of full war complement and 75 per cent 
in the Atlantic. 

As for aircraft, Admiral Sherman noted 
that at the end of the current fiscal year, 
the Navy will have 8,161 operating planes, 
which will be increased to 8,739 during 
the following year. 

Asked if this force is your estimate of 
a total-war basis, Admiral Sherman re- 
plied: “No sir, as of 30 June 1952 that 
is the force that we should have in be- 
ing to prevent disaster, deter aggression, 
and give us a basis from which’ we can 
expand rapidly to meet total require- 
ments. 

With regard to Naval personnel, Ad- 
miral Sherman said the active duty 
strength now is 664,200 for the Navy, in- 
cluding 63,400 officers, and 191,508 for 
the Marine Corps, including 12,873 offi- 
cers. These figures, he said, reflected 
strengths as of 31 March. 

The Chief of Naval Operations revealed 
that the Navy plans a 30 June strength 
of 735,000, with 204,029 in the Marine 
Corps. 


AF Personnel Evaluation 

Secretary of the Air Force Thomas 
K. Finletter has appointed Willard S. 
Thompson, Special Assistant to the Presi- 
dent of Ford International, to be chair- 
man of the newly created committee of 
educators and businessmen evaluating 
Air Force personnel utilization and train- 
ing. 

Mr. Thompson served in the Navy dur- 
ing World War II and has been a direc- 
tor of administration with the United Na- 
tions since the war. He has served in his 
present capacity with Ford International 
since 1949. 

Other members of the committee an- 
nounced by Mr. Finletter last week in- 
clude Charles Cole, President of Am- 
herst College; Maj. Gen. Ralph Cousins, 
USAF-Ret., Vice President of Founders 
Fire and Marine Insurance Co., Los 
Angeles; Frank Shallenberger, Professor 
of Industrial Management, Stanford Uni- 
versity; and Frederick Atkinson, Vice 
President of R. H. Macy and Company, 
New York City.

War II, organizational concepts have 
been reduced to conventional military 
pattern, reflected in T/O&E 41-500. The 
basic operating units are the Group (de- 
signed primarily as a Military Govern- 
ment command for an Army), the Com- 
pany (to be part of a group attached sepa- 
rately to a corps or a division) and the 
Platoon (part of a company or, in special 
situations, a separate unit). Standard pro- 
vision has also been made for Military 
Government staff sections for Divisions, 
Corps, Armies, Army Groups, Communi- 
cations Zones and Theaters. 

All of these types of organizations are 
“cellular” in structure, i.e., adjustable to 
meet an infinite variety of special condi- 
tions likely to be encountered in military 
government, by the addition or with- 
drawal of small cells of administrative 
and functional specialists. 

Two groups, and four companies, are 
presently employed in the active Army, 
of which one group and two companies 
are permanently on duty. 124 other units, 
of which 62 are T. O. & E., are in ad- 
vanced state of readiness in the active 
reserve. Other forms of type units include 
one unit training center, one Military 
Government school unit, and two theater 
staff sections, in each Z/I Army area. 

The hub of the training program is The 
Provost Marshal General’s School at 
Camp Gordon, Georgia. There, the first 
Military Government officers’ course of 
the present mobilization ended on 9 Feb- 
ruary 1951; 105 officers graduated, includ- 
ing representatives of several other serv- 
ices. The next two courses will start on 
23 May and 20 June, respectively. The 
current curriculum is entirely basic, with 
history and theory subordinated to the 
practical problems of the CA/MG unit 
and officer in the field. Stress is on the 
role of Civil Affairs/Military Government 
as an operational tool in support of com- 
bat. The present elementary course will 
be supplemented later by advanced and 
area courses now in preparation. 


Considerable Military Government in- 
struction has also beén injected into the 
curricula of many other service schools 
and academies. Augmentation of this 
awaits the testing of basic doctrines and 
teaching techniques during the early Mil- 
itary Government courses at The Provost 
Marshal General’s School. 

The Military Government Department 
of The Provost Marshal General’s School 
will, as soon as other commitments 
permit, become the source of all Civil 
Affairs/Military Government doctrine— 
the place from which field manuals and 
training manuals emanate; where basic 
doctrine is thought out, coordinated and 
reduced to written form; where training 
materials are prepared. 

Since the proportion of reserve per- 
sonnel in wartime operations is likely to 
be greater in Military Government than 
in other military fields, the training of 
reserve units is emphasized. Military 
Government trainees being very few com- 
pared to those who must be trained for 
the traditional arms and services, unit 
instructors with special CA/MG qualifica- 
tions cannot usually be provided by Army 
Field Forces. This requires much of the 
training to be self-planned and self-ad- 
ministered by the reserve units, who have 
been doing this very ably. Uniformity of 
doctrine and technique is accomplished 
through Training Manual 27-5 and Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps Training Program 41- 
500. ORCTP 41-500 provides for progres- 
Sive training over a 3-year period, and 
emphasizes increasing the military pro- 





ficiency of units to equal that of combat 
troops. 

Extension courses and Training Pack- 
ets are prepared by the Military Govern- 
ment Department of the School and made 
available directly to units on request. Of- 
ficers of the Military Government Divi- 
sion, Office of The Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral, visit units as frequently as a limited 
staff permits. Liaison and common under- 
standing is further fostered by calling 
members of units to short tours of duty 
in the Military Government Division, and 
at the School. Units vary their basic 
training programs by Command Post Ex- 
ercises, weekend training sessions and 15- 
day summer training tours, which will be 
considerably expanded this summer. 

During October and November, 1951, 
the Chief of the Military Government 
Division studied wake-of-combat Civil 
Affairs conditions, and participated in 
the preparation of the civil affairs plan, 
in North Korea. A similar visit to Ger- 
many, Austria, and Trieste, in January 
of this year, was devoted to study and 
informal discussion of present and future 
Military Government problems confront- 
ed by our forces in those places. The 
conditions. encountered and_ lessons 
learned are currently being fitted into 
the curriculum at The Provost Marshal 
General’s School and, by personal visits 
and correspondence, in reserve unit train- 
ing. Instruction is thus kept current and 
realistic, in a world in which radical 
changes in military and human situa- 
tions occur much more suddenly than 
they used to. 

While much remains to be done, the 
general state of readiness in this once- 
controversial field of military activity 
has attained a position well in advance 
of that realized at a comparable point 
in any previous mobilization.

The Presidential Unit Citation has been 
awarded the First Marine Division, Re- 
inforced, for service in Korea from 15 
Sept. to 11 Oct. 1950, during the Inchon- 
Seoul campaign. 

It is the fourth such award to the 
division. Previous awards were for the 
Guadalcanal, Peleliu and Okinawa cam- 
paigns, following the first award of the 
Presidential Unit Citation to the de- 
fenders of Wake Island in World War II.

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Marine Corps Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
Nimitz concurred, was written 17 Dec. 

1947. It follows: 

(1) The Commandant of the Marine Corps 
is informed that it is not the intent of the 
Navy Department, in seeking enactment of 
H. R. 3432, to alter the Commandant’s di- 
rect responsibility to the Secretary of the 
Wavy for the administration and efficiency 
of the Marine Corps. 

(2) The Navy Department interprets 
meither Executive Order 9635 nor H. R, 3432 
as interposing the Chief of Naval Operations 
in the chain or responsibility between the 
Secretary and the Commandant, or as other- 
wise modifying the historical relationship be- 
tween the Secretary and the Commandant.”’ 

This correspondence was supplied to 
ithe Committee by Secretary of the Navy 
Matthews, who in doing so, wrote under 
date of 19 April 1951 as follows: 

“The laws passed and the general orders 
issued since World War II do not interpose 
the Chief of Naval Operations in the ad- 
ministrative chain of responsibility between 
the Secretary and the Commandant, nor do 
they modify the historical relationship be- 
tween the Secretary and the Commandant. 

‘“‘The so-called ‘Naval Command’ of the 
Chief of Naval Operations over the Naval 
Establishment is exercised only in his ca- 
pacity as my principal naval executive, and 
only as necessary to obtain essential co- 
ordination of matters which must be co- 
ordinated by professional military officers 
(Navy and Marine Corps). It does not in 
any way alter the Commandant’s direct re- 
sponsibility to the Secretary of the Navy for 
the administration and efficiency of the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

“‘As a matter of actual practice, the Chief 
of Naval Operations and the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps work directly and effec- 
tively under and with the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Under Secretary of the Navy, and 
the Assistant Secretaries of the Navy in an 
informal atmosphere of cooperation, The co- 
ordination and direction of the efforts of the 
bureaus and offices of the Navy Department 
are accomplished primarily by leadership 
and cooperation."’ 

Noticeably absent from the witnesses 
appearing before the subcommittee 
were the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, General Clifton B. Cates, and the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
General of the Army Omar N. Bradley. 

General Cates’ view on JCS representa- 
tion, however, was made known to the 
Committee by Secretary of the Navy 
Matthews who, while appearing in op- 
position to the measure, informed the 
members that at the time General Cates 
was made commandant he did not favor 
Marine representation on the JCS but 
that he has since changed his mind. 

Deputy Secretary of Defense Lovett, 
who also testified against the bill, told 
the Committee that it had been planned 
to have General Bradley represent the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, but that “a long 
standing commitment prevents him from 
attending today.” Mr. Lovett said that 
General Bradley would be available to 
testify later, but no steps were taken to 
have him do so. In light of the fact that 
Secretary Marshall’s letter was accom- 
panied by a statement from General 
Bradley on behalf of the JCS, it is likely 
that the committee felt they had an ade- 
quate picture of the General’s reasons 
for opposing the measure. 

Sec. Lovett’s Opposition 

Deputy Secretary Lovett summed up 
the Department’s opposition to the Ma- 
rine Corps bill by stating: 

‘The Congress knew that within the three 
Military Departments various combinations 
of land, sea, and air existed and were possi- 
ble, but it did not mean to provide propor- 
tionate representation for these many com- 
binations. It recognized that direct repre- 
sentation of the three natural elements in 
which military operations must take place 
would provide appropriate representation for 
any combination that might become nec- 
essary. 

“Further, it did not attempt to provide 
representation for various specialized modes 
of warfare, nor did it try to provide repre- 
sentation for important functions, one of 
which, as you gentlemen know—logistics— 
is basic to the strategic feasibility of all 
military plans, whether they are to be car- 
ried out on the land, on the sea, or in the 
alr. 

“The Marine Corps is a combat group, 
highly-trained in specialized modes of war- 
fare. Its primary role is best stated by the 
National Security Act: 

‘“**The Marine Corps shall be organized, 
trained, and equipped to provide fleet marine 
forces of combined arms, together with sup- 





porting air components, for service with the 
fleet in the seizure or defense of advanced 
naval bases and for the conduct of such land 
operations as may be essential to the prose- 
cution of a naval campaign.’ 

“While it is true that they are separately 
organized within the Department of the 
Navy and within the Naval Establishment, 
they are by no means the only group in the 
armed forces that is specially-trained. There 
are other groups of highly-trained personnel 
which specialize in certain modes of war- 
fare. I have in mind such groups as para- 
troopers, rangers, etc. In the Department 
of the Air Force, for instance, there is spe- 
cial training for the strategic air arm and 
for the air defense function. I think the 
Congress was wise in not trying to provide 
on the top planning group—the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff—individual representation for these 
specially-trained groups. The capability, for 
instance, of the strategic air arm of the Air 
Force is, naturally enough, a very important 
consideration in the preparation of strategic 
plans. Yet, I am satisfied that the Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force should represent stra- 
tegic air as well as the air defense role and 
that there should not be individual repre- 
sentatives. 

*‘As I mentioned before, the construction 
of strategic plans and their successful exe- 
cution depends on an analysis of their logistic 
feasibility. Logistics are common to all mil- 
tary operations, on land, or sea, or air, and 
to all plans. Logistics must always be con- 
sidered by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, but I 
think Congress was wise in not trying to 
give individual representation to the ex- 
perts in that field. 

JCS Representation 

*‘As I have said, the concept of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff has been based on repre- 
sentation of the fundamental and natural 
elements of land, sea, and air. However, we 
find—just as we find in the Marine Corps— 
combination of land, sea, and air operations 
in the other Departments. If representation 
is to be given to these combinations, then 
it would seem appropriate that the Navy have 
at least two members—aside from the Ma- 
rine Corps—one who would represent its 
sea operations, and one who would repre- 
sent its air operations, The same could be 
said for the combinations which exist or 
are possible in the other Departments. 

“‘A further problem that would be created 
by this bill concerns the relationship of the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps to the 
Chief of Naval Operations. As I said, I am 
not familiar with the refinements of the legal 
controversy which appears to exist, but it 
would seem perfectly clear to me that there 
is an intimate relationship between the Chief 
of Naval Operations and the Commandant 
in terms of executive authority and command 
control, whatever its areas and dimensions. 
In view of this relationship, I have a certain 
apprehension that placing the Commandant 
on the Joint Chiefs of Staff would give rise 
to an actual confusion, which would be most 
unfortunate. To avoid that, I am afraid you 
would have to spell out in this bill the 
responsibilities of the Commandant in great 
detail, both in terms of the Chief of Naval 
Operations and in relationship to the Chiefs 
of Staff of the Army and the Air Force. 

‘‘Unless the Congress desires to make the 
Marine Corps an additional Military Depart- 
ment—which the Department of Defense does 
not favor—and unless they favor giving indi- 
vidual representation to the combinations of 
land, sea, and air which are found in the 
three Military Departments, and unless they 
favor giving representation to groups which 
are specially-trained in certain modes of 
warfare, I do not believe a change in the 
basic concept of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
as it was originally provided by the Congress 
in the National Security Act, is warranted. 

“The other provision of the bill concerns 
authorization of the size of the Marine Corps, 
and the Department of Defense opposes it 
as well. This is not felt to be desirable. 
The principal objection is that it would 
establish the size of the Marine Corps with- 
out reference to the size of the Navy, which 
provides a large amount of housekeeping and 
logistical support. I understand that it is 
contended that this position is inconsistent 
with the notion that the Marine Corps be 
maintained at a percentage of the strength 
of the Navy. I do not feel it is inconsistent 
since the strength of the Navy is a flexible 
number which changes as conditions war- 
rant.”’ 

Eberstadt’s Views 

At the conclusion of his testimony Mr. 
Lovett put into the record a telegram he 
received from Mr. Ferdinand Eberstadt, 
New York investment banker, who had 
been top adviser on unification proposals 
to the late James V. Forrestal when he 
was Secretary of the Navy, and who also 
was Chairman of the Hoover Committee 
Task Force on National Security. Mr. 
Eberstadt said: 

‘“‘While I yield to no one in my admiration 
for the Marine Corps and in my conviction 
that any measures which would impair the 
morale or effectiveness of the Marine Corps 
would constitute a serious injury to our na- 
tional security, nevertheless I doubt the 
advisability of including the Commandant of 





the Marine Corps as a member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

“The distinguished Commandants of the 
Marine Corps could of course make sub- 
stantial contributions to the deliberations of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, so could many 
others in the Department of Defense, but it 
is obviously impossible for this reason alone 
to place all such on the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“This matter was not overlooked when the 
National Security Act of 1947 was drafted, 
nor did our Task Force on National Security 
of the Hoover Commission fail to give it 
consideration. In both instances however it 
was felt that the Chief of Naval Operations 
would adequately represent the Marine Corps 
on the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Unless and until 
such representation proves inadequate it 
would seem to me to be a mistake to add 
the Commandant to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“‘This course involves not only undesirable 
Possibilities for the structure as it now 
stands but it might be followed by a claim 
for a fourth or Marine Establishment in the 
Department of Defense or on the other 
hand for a transfer of the Marine Corps to 
the Army, both of which also seem to me 
very undesirable eventualities.’’ 

Governor of Arkansas 

The only other witness at Saturday’s 
hearing was the Hon. Sidney McMath, 
Governor of Arkansas and a former Ma- 
rine. The Governor spoke strongly in 
favor of the bill. In the course of his re- 
marks he said: 

‘“‘The Marine Corps continuously, it seems, 
has had to fight for the privilege of fighting. 
One would expect that someday it would be 
recognized by those who formulate military 
policy that the Marine Corps has a definite 
role in our military operations and that it 
would be strengthened accordingly. But this 
is not the case. * * * 

“It has been said that no one favors Sen- 
ate Bill 677 except Congress and the people. 
Certainly the people with whom I have dis- 
cussed the question are heartily in favor of 
a strong Marine Corps which asks only the 
right to fight and the right to help plan the 
campaigns to which they will be commited.”’ 

Senator Douglas Active 

Throughout the hearings the most ac- 
tive proponent of the bill has been Sena- 
tor Paul H. Douglas (D-Ill.) whose name 
heads the list of Senators sponsoring the 
measure. The Senator is a retired lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve. He enlisted in the Marines on 15 
May 1942 at the age of 50 and claims to 
be the oldest enlisted man ever to be 
granted full combat classification in Boot 
Camp at Parris Island. He was soon com- 
missioned and served with the First 
Marine Division as adjutant. He was at 
Cape Gloucester, New Britain, at Peleliu 
and at Okinawa. He was wounded and 
on retirement was advanced to lieutenant 
colonel for having been especially com- 
mended for his performance of duty in 
active combat. 

Senator Douglas not only testified vig- 
orously himself, but presented lengthy 
legal briefs drawn by the Washington 
legal firm of Hanson, Lovett & Dale and 
signed by Arthur B. Hanson, who is a 
major in the Marine Corps Reserve. 
These briefs analyzed the letter from the 
Secretary of Defense and aimed to break 
down his arguments opposing the bill. 

In addition Senator Douglas presented 
a paper on the “Legal Status of the Ma- 
rine Corps” designed to show that the 
Marine Corps is a “Service” rather than 
a subsidiary of the Navy. He also pre- 
sented mimeographed copies of the House 
Committee report of the last Congress 
discussing the threats to the future of 
the Marine Corps. 

Adm. Sherman’s Proposal 

In his testimony Admiral Forrest Sher- 
man, USN, Chief of Naval Operations, 
opposed the bill in general, but did rec- 
ommend that the present statutory 
maximum strength of the Marine Corps 
during peacetime (20% of Navy) be 
changed to a minimum strength set by 
law at 20 per cent of that of the Navy. 

In discussing the strength of the Ma- 
rine Corps, Admiral Sherman said: 

“The size of the Marine Corps has been 
geared to the size of the Navy. In time of 
peace, the upper limit has been set by statute 
as 20% of the Navy. After the war by a 
‘gentleman’s agreement’ between Admiral 
Nimitz and General Vandegrift, the upper 
limit was set as the normal. At the present 
time, all personnel ceilings are in abeyance 
by statute. 

“The actual strength of the Marine Corps 
has been kept at approximately 20% of that 
of the Navy for many years. A table is ap- 
pended which shows the comparative enlisted 
strengths of the Navy and Marine Corps 
since 1910. You will note that percentage- 
wise the enlisted strength of the Marine 
Corps is now greater than at any other time 
since 1910. 

“Since the beginning of hostilities in Ko- 





rea the Army’s strength has been increased 

222%, the Navy’s 161%, the Air Force’s 159%, 

and the Marine Corps’ 246% as of 28 Febru- 
1951. 

“T think that these statistics should prove 
reassuring to anyone who is fearful that the 
Marine Corps is being neglected. In order 
to reassure anyone who might have such 
fears, however, I recommend that the statu- 
tory maximum strength of the Marine Corps 
during peacetime, 20% of the Navy, be 
changed to a minimum strength set by law 
at 20% of that of the Navy. 

“I feel it necessary to refer to some in- 
formation hitherto regarded as classified 
which has been published. I refer to a state- 
ment in the Congressional Record of April 
5, 1951, that the present plans of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are for the Marine Corps to 
start the fiscal year 1952 with a manpower 
strength of 203,000 and to end the year with 
only 175,000. These figures have been cited 
to indicate a deliberate diminution of Ma- 
rine Corps strength. Such is not the case. 

‘In September 1950 the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff transmitted to the Secretary of Defense 
certain recommendations for personnel 
strengths of the Armed Services. For the 
Marine Corps this included a strength for 
June 30, 1951 of 166,155, for June 30, 1952 
of 170,045 and for June 30, 1954 of 162,000. 
These figures contemplated a two division 
strength up to June 30, 1951 and the forma- 
tion of an additional Regimental Combat 
Team prior to June 30, 1952. The reduction 
from 170,045 on June 30, 1952 to 162,000 on 
June 30, 1954 was due to the completion of 
the phasing out of reservists. 

Commandant’s Recommendation 

“In December 1950, the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps recommended to me that 
the strength for June 30, 1951 be made 203,- 
839 and for June 30, 1952 be made 175,205 
because most of the force build-up of the 
Marine Corps, including the formation of an 
additional reinforced regiment, could be ac- 
complished prior to June 30, 1951 but that 
in attaining such a build-up the peak train- 
ing requirements would extend past June 
30, 1951 and would require a personnel ceil- 
ing higher than that which would result 
from adding to the present requirements 
only the personnel for the additional operat- 
ing forces. 

“I accepted this recommendation, sup- 
ported it vigorously and secured its approval 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff and by the 
Secretary of Defense. 

“Thus the presently approved personnel 
ceilings for the Marine Corps are those rec- 
ommended by the Commandant for the ap- 
proved force structure. The peaking of per- 
sonnel requirements at about June 30, 1951, 
as contrasted with the level strengths to be 
attained the following fiscal year if the Ko- 
rean conflict is terminated, is the plan of the 
Commandant in which the Joint Chiefs have 
acquiesced. The Joint Chiefs did not origi- 
nate the plan. 

“They have also acquiesced in a similar 
plan for the Army for similar reasons. The 
excess in the Army and Marine Corps as of 
June 1951 is compensated for by delaying 
the expansion of the Navy and Air Force. 
Thus the total ceiling set by the President 
is not exceeded.’’ 

Sen. Ives in Favor 

Another Senator to appear in favor of 
the measure was Senator Irving M. Ives 
(R-N. Y.) who served with the Army in 
France in World War I, being discharged 
as a first lieutenant of Infantry. In his 
statement, Senator Ives said: 

“It is my understanding that the four 
Marine divisions and air wings which are 
recommended by this bill can be supported 
by approximately 300,000 Marines, From the 
cost standpoint this is a most compelling 
argument. I have noted in a recent recruit- 
ing advertisement for the U. S. Army in 
Collier’s magazine the statement that in back 
of every man with a gun are 25 others in 
the Army. I recognize that this is probably 
an overstatement and is designed to en- 
courage individuals to volunteer for enlist- 
ment in the Army. On the other hand, I have 
heard of other creditable statements which 
indicate that there are approximately 5 men 
in the Army to each man in a combatant 
organization. 

“If the Marine Corps is organized on the 
basis provided by this bill, it would require 
only approximately 3 men in order to have 
2 in a combatant organization. I am well 
aware of the fact that the Marine Corps re- 
lies on the Navy for its medical support, 
its supplies and other housekeeping func- 
tions. Even when these factors are added 
together, it is still clear that the Marine 
Corps operates much more economically. 
Furthermore, within the size allowed it, it 
is by far the more efficient fighting force.” 

John Nicholas Brown 

Mr. John Nicholas Brown, formerly 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Air, 
likewise testified in support of the meas- 
ure saying: 

“It so happens that in the creation of what 
might be looked at as a larger readiness 
force the taxpayer will be purchasing initial 
defense at its cheapest, for over the years 
the Marine Corps has cost the taxpayer the 
least of any of the service branches. To put

this idea in another way, let me say that the 
percentage of fighting Marines, compared to 
those in units for their support, is far higher 
than in the Army. I say this with no in- 
tention to make invidious comparisons but 
rather to point out that the Navy supplies 
in large measure the Marine Corps’ logistic 
support. Therefore, the taxpayer obtains the 
maximum fighting force for initial operations 

with the minimum of expense.”’ 
Gen, Devereux Testifies 

Two other Marines testified for the bill 
in addition to former Commandants 
Holcomb and Vandegrift, whose views 
were reported in last week’s issue of THE 
JOURNAL. Brig. Gen. James P. S. Devereux, 
USMC (Ret.), hero of Wake Island and 
now a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Maryland, appeared as 
the official representative of the Marine 
Corps League. General Devereux said: 

“From my personal experience, and ad- 
mitting a very natural bias for the way the 
Marine Corps gets dirty jobs done with dis- 
patch, I recommend in the strongest terms 
a Marine Corps now and for the foreseeable 
future having sufficient striking power to 
place two divisions and two wings on both 
our ocean flanks. I am personally convinced 
that two Divisions of Marines as part of the 
Pacific Fleet Marine Force and two as part 
of the Fleet Marine Force Atlantic would 
not only serve as a major deterent to any 
breach of the peace but as a major tactical 
weapon in blunting any sudden enemy move 
for bases or strategic oil or mineral fields. 
With these divisions must go their air arm, 
ready for a multitude of missions from tac- 
tical front line support to evacuation of 
wounded and cargo drops. 

“I make this plea with the full realization 
that this must be accompanied by a suffi- 
cient build-up of the other service arms so 
as to give us a defense team with proper 
balance. I ask nothing for the Corps at the 
expense of the other services, nor do I sug- 
gest that our country be sold short by hav- 
ing in its arsenal a tool of undoubted heart 
but insufficient sinew.’’ 

Gen. Day in Favor 

The other Marine officer testifying was 
Brig. Gen. Karl S. Day, USMCR, second 
vice president of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve Officers Association, and who is 
associated with the American Airlines, 
Inc. He stated, in part: 

“There is a tremendous amount of spe- 





cialized skill and complicated knowledge in 
the Marine Corps. We are convinced that 
no Chief of Naval Operations is able to ade- 
quately represent the Marine Corps in the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff functions. No more 
than the Commandant could adequately 
represent the Navy. We also recognize the 
fact that at the present time the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff is lopsided with Army thinking. 
And Army thinking with respect to the Ma- 
rine Corps is historical and a matter of 
record. We believe that Admiral Sherman 
must be in a position where he must horse- 
trade to obtain many things which he feels 
are vital to the naval establishment. With 
respect to the Marine Corps not only must 
he overcome Army antipathy in horse-trad- 
ing, but being after all a human being as 
well as a sailor, his first love is the Navy 
and the Marine Corps ends up with what is 
left.’’ 





Officer Inequity Studied 
(Continued from First Page) 
rank of brigadier general in favor of the 
more complicated major general, upper 
half and lower half, substitute offered 
by Mrs. Smith in her alternative legisla- 

tion. 

When Mr. Schneider reported the 47 
points of dispute, Senator Stennis termi- 
nated the hearing abruptly and told the 
Personnel Policy Board chairman to pre- 
sent within a week a comprehensive re- 
port on all of these problems. 

Meantime, after the hearings, Senator 
Smith told a representative of THE JoUR- 
NAL that an aide of Assistant Secretary 
of DefenSe Anna M. Rosenberg, in a phone 
conversation, had promised her that there 
would be action on the 47 areas of dif- 
ference “as soon as possible.” Senator 
Smith said she was aware of the fact that 
prolonged Congressional action on man- 
power legislation necessarily has resulted 
in a delay in equalizing promotion and 
rank laws among the Armed Forces. 

The Senator from Maine stated, how- 
ever, that she believes her legislation pin- 
points a very specific issue and she ex- 
pressed the hope that there would be 
early action on this matter, leaving the 
other 46 points for later solution. 

It is certain that Senator Stennis’ un- 
equivocal directive to the Personnel 
Policy Board chairman will bring forth 
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a detailed report at an early date, possibly 
in time for analysis in next week’s issue. 

However, the plain fact is that the Per- 
sonnel Policy Board was charged with 
the responsibility for working out per- 
sonnel differences among the Services 
almost two years ago, and to date has yet 
to come up with a definitive report. 

In the issue of 11 June 1949, THE JouR- 
NAL disclosed that the Bureau of the 
Budget, concerned with what were de- 
cribed as “glaring differences” in Service 
promotion laws, had called upon then 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson for a 
sweeping review of these matters. 

In a letter to Mr. Johnson, the Bureau 
of the Budget, then headed by Mr. Frank 
Pace, jr., now Secretary of the Army, de- 
clared that such a review is appropriate 
because of the “undue complexity” of 
promotion legislation, because of hurried 
revisions and finally because there are 
“glaring differences” between promotion 
opportunities in the various Services. 

The Bureau of the Budget asked for 
a two-phased study, one to include an 
omnibus bill of amendments to the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947, changes which the 
Services feel should be made as quickly 
as possible. Secondly, the Bureau of the 
Budget asked for a comprehensive 
analysis of the entre Officer Personnel 
Act. 

The omnibus bill of amendments was 
to have reached Congress during the first 
weeks of the 8lst Congress in 1950. It 
never did. The more comprehensive leg- 
islation was to have been prepared for 
action in the present Congress. To date 
there has been no formal action. 

It may very well be that Mrs. Rosen- 
berg’s staff may now take the initiative 
from the Personnel Policy Board on this 
matter and complete Pentagon action in 
time for a bill to reach Congress before 
adjournment. 

It is interesting to recall that Secretary 
of Defense Johnson had directed that a 
draft of the revised Officer Personnel Act 
be supplied him by 1 May 1950 for trans- 
mittal to the Service secretaries for com- 
ments, after which a final draft was to 
have been readied by 15 June 1950. This 
deadline, it is understood, was not met. 

The areas of difference among the Serv- 
ices on promotion and rank policies are 
known to be highly complex, and some 
are said to be beyond final resolution be- 
cause of peculiar needs of one branch 
or another of the Armed Forces. 

Then, of course, the war in Korea and 
the consequent necessity for detailed 
work on broad manpower legislation, in- 
cluding U.M.T., has resulted in additional 
delay. 


However, the fact still remains that al- | 


most two years have gone by since the 
Bureau of the Budget, which acts for the 
President, asked the Department of De- 
fense to make its recommendations. 

Now it appears that Senator Stennis, 
Senator Smith and other members of the 
Armed Services Committee, and members 
of the House Armed Services Committee, 
which originally received the word of the 
Bureau of the Budget’s letter to Mr. 
Johnson, will show little patience at fur- 
ther delays. 

As to the 47 areas of difference, Depart- 
ment officials naturally would not discuss 
these until the presentation is made to 
the Senate group. 

But an idea of some of the problems 
involved may be ascertained by reviewing 
the differences cited in a JOURNAL article 
of 23 July 1949. That article noted that 
the following were some, but certainly 
not all, of the problems confronting the 
Personnel Policy Board when the study 
was initiated: 

Authorization vs. Active Duty Strength: 
Grade spreads in the Navy are based on 
active duty strength, according to terms 
of the Officer Personnel Act. However, the 
same act provides that the grade spreads 
in the Army and Air Force may be based 
on authorized strength. 

Limited Duty Officers and Warrant Offi- 
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cers: The status of Limited Duty Officers: 
in the Navy and Warrant Officers in the 
Army and Air Force is at considerable vari- 
ance. Opportunities for advancement report- 
edly are not equal, further, there is the 
problem of relating the proposed Warrant 
Officer Career Plan to the Limited Duty 
Officer system. i 

Selection-in-vs-Selection-Out: This report- 
edly will be a major source of concern for 
those conducting the survey. In the Navy, 
rear admirals and certain captains must be 
selected to be continued on active duty. But 
in the Army and Air Force, colonels and gen- 
erals stay on active duty until selected for 
retirement or until they reach statutory 
retirement age. 

Constructive Service: Here again is an 
example of a significant ‘‘discrepancy.”” Im 
the Army and Air Force, doctors, dentists, 
lawyers and chaplains are given construc- 
tive service credit. The Navy has no such 
provision. 

Composition of Selection Boards: In ad- 
dition to the variance of the selection-in- 
selection-out procedures, the membership of 
selection boards varies among the Services. 
The number of members on Navy boards 
changes for different tasks, General provi- 
sion for the Army and Air Force is that a 
selection board be composed of not less than 
five members. Furthermore, whereas in the 
Navy a two-thirds vote is generally required 
for selection approval, the Army and Air 
Force boards operate on a majority vote 
requirement. 

Seperate Promotion Lists vs. Running 
Mate System: The Army and Air Force 
maintain seperate promotion lists for such 
officers as medics, dentists, lawyers and 
chaplains, among others. Members of the 
Navy staff corps, however, are promoted 
by the running mate system. 

Service in Grade Requirements: Presently, 
officers of the Army and Air Force may be 
selected for promotion irrespective of length 
of service in grade, This is not so for Navy 
officers in the ranks of lieutenant (junior 
grade) to captain, who must meet specific 
service in grade requirements for promotion. 

Equality of Opportunity: Another prob- 
lem which Secretary Johnson wants studied 
is the divergence in .the establishment of 
promotion zones. The Secretary of the Navy, 
for example, is charged specifically with the 
responsibility to fix promotion zones ‘‘to best 
assure to individuals in succeeding years 
equality of opportunity for promotion.” 
There are no such explicit provisions affect- 
ing Army and Air Force personnel. 

Vacancy Requirements: Promotions of 
Army and Air Force officers to captain, 
major and lieutenant colonel are mandatory 
when officers have been selected and com- 
pleted certain stated total periods of com- 
missioned service—irrespective of vacancies. 
The Navy, lacking such provisions, normally 
makes promotions only to fill vacancies. 








Cut Draft Again 


House Appropriations Committee hear- 
ings released this week reveal that the 
Army plans to cut its June draft call to 
only 20,000 men, after having reduced the 
April call from 80,000 to 40,000 and the 
May call from 60,000 to 40,000. 

During supplemental budget hearings 
it was revealed that Selective Service has 
been delivering more men to the Army 
during recent months than were re 
quested. During January, when the 
Army’s call was for 80,000 men, a total 
of 87,000 were inducted through Selective 
Service. 

Additionally, Army spokesmen ex- 
plained, the reduced draft calls result 
from a reduction in the number of cas- 
ualties in Korea and a higher rate of 
volunteer enlistments than was esti- 
mated. 

Meantime, because enough doctors have 
not been volunteering for Service, the 
Department of Defense this week asked 
Selective Service to provide 717 medical 
officers in July, 333 for August and 152 
for September—all of them in Priority L 
which means that they received their 
medical education at government ex- 
pense or were deferred from service dur- 
ing World War II to attend medical 
school, and who have served less than 90 
days in the Armed Forces.

War in Korea 
(Continued from Page 950) 


Van Fleet issued an Order of the Day, 
the first in the Korean conflict, praising 
the fighting qualities of his command, 
and commending his troops for their 
gallant stand. The Order follows: 

“To the heroic soldiers of all ranks of 
the UN ground forces in Korea: 

“On Sunday night, April 22, the enemy 
launched his expected attack—the start 
of a third round of unprovoked, ruthless 
aggression. 

“He has seen fit to drive masses into 
battle without regard to cost in lives. 
Again you have willingly accepted the 
challenge and in three days of battle have 
proven your superiority. 

“The magnificent support of our United 
Nations air and navy forces will continue 
to strengthen our hearts and bolster our 
arms. 

“During my first 10 days as your new 
commander, by personal contact with you 
at the front, I have learned of your peer- 
| less qualities, of your professional skill, 








determination unto weariness, high cour- 
age, intelligent leadership, found only in 
an enlightened army of freedom loving 
nations. 

“In addition, 8th Army presently en- 
joys advantages of uncontested friendly 
naval and air superiority, of enormous 
superiority in firepower and all types of 
weapons, in fact a tremendous superiority 
in everything except numbers. 

“You are fighting to stop armed aggres- 
sion, and to maintain peace not only in 
Korea but in your respective homelands. 

“This renewed battle is for the preser- 
vation of life, liberty and the right to 
pursuit of happiness of all free men. 
These are fundamental in the life of 
man—the rock upon which our civiliza- 
tion is founded—and they are the first 
rights which Communism denies its own 
people. 

“The time has come when all men of 
the free and decent world must steel 
their souls to face the desperate, bitter 
and uncompromising battle with armed 
Communist aggression. Our strength 
rests on the solid foundation of belief in 
God and the rights of man rather than 
on the will of dictators imposed through 
cruelty and the complete disregard of 
human life. 

“General Ridgway and I have complete 
confidence in your ultimate victory. 

“We all ask for divine guidance and 
God’s blessing for righteous victory.” 

The Department of Defense has re- 
leased an estimate, indicating that Com- 
munist casualties from the beginning of 
the Korean war on 25 June 1950 to 18 
April 1951, a few days prior to the start 
of the present Red offensive, totaled 
813,873. These included 143,946 prisoners 
of war, and 668,927 other casualties. 

The classification of casualties as be- 
tween Chinese and North Korean soldiers 
was completed to include 9 April. On that 
date there were 141,718 North Korean 
prisoners of war and only 2,931 Chinese 
captives. Between 9 April and 18 April 
297 additional prisoners were taken, but 
classification by nationalities has not been 
reported. 

As of 9 April, there were estimated to 
be 363,117 North Koreans killed and 
wounded, and 288,964 Chinese Red casual- 
ties, not including prisoners. The aggre- 
gate of 813,873 casualties to 18 April is 
more than three times the number suf- 
fered by the Allies, of which by far the 
greatest number were inflicted on the 
South Korean troops. 

Allied naval surface and air units sup- 
ported ground operations throughout the 
week, with naval aviation providing close 
air support and surface warships bom- 
barding enemy lines of communication. 

On the east coast near Kansong the 
U. S. Destroyer Perkins provided sea- 
borne artillery cover for withdrawing 
South Korean troops. Enemy positions 
were hit and large explosions followed, 
indicating the destruction of an ammuni- 
tion storage area. Red command posts 
and troop concentrations were pounded, 
and numerous casualties were inflicted on 
the enemy. 

The continuous bombardment of Won- 
san was enlivened this week by sharp 
exchanges of gunfire with shore batteries 
on the Kalmagak peninsula. Red guns 
opened fire on the British Destroyer 
Comus, which was at anchor off Wonsan. 
The warship quickly slipped anchor and 
joined the U. S. Destroyer Parks in 
counter-battery fire, which silenced the 
Red guns. Transportation facilities in 
and near Wonsan were also bombarded. 

At Songjin the USS Thompson and 
Hoquiam continued to blast transporta- 
tion targets and to prevent effective re- 
pair of damage previously effected. In 
the Chongjin area on the east coast, 
approximately 230 miles north of the bat- 
tle line, the U. S. Destroyer Bansell and 
the British Destroyer Cockade battered 
vital bridges and transportation junc- 
tions. 

Navy Skyraiders and Corsairs flown 
from the U. S. Heavy Carriers Philippine 
Sea and Princeton gave close air support 
to United Nations ground troops locked 
in battle with the Reds on the important 
central sector of the front. Air control- 
lers credited the Naval flyers with killing 
more than 2,000 enemy soldiers in a single 
day, and said that additional heavy casu- 
alties were inflicted on the enemy in 
areas where the damage could not be 
assessed. 

Marine pilots from the U. S. Light Car- 





rier Bataan, off the west coast, attacked 
enemy positions in constant close air sup- 
port missions over the battle line. In the 
Chinnampo area an enemy junk, suspect- 
ed of laying mines, was left in flames. 

Late last week two Marine pilots shot 
down three Red Yak fighter planes and 
probably destroyed a fourth in North- 
west Korea. The Marine flyers were pro- 
tecting a pilot, who had been shot down 
by ground fire, when they were attacked 
by the four Yaks. The Marines not only 
quickly disposed of the attacking Red 
planes, but remained in the area until 
the downed American pilot had been 
rescued by helicopter. 


Very heavy casualties were inflicted on 
the enemy by continuous low-level air 
attacks in support of ground troops by 
planes of the Far East Air Forces. On 
one day claims of more than 2,000 enemy 
casualties inflicted by land-based planes 
were termed conservative. It was pointed 
out that in more than 100 instances, 
where enemy troop concentrations were 
machine-gunned, bombed, rocketed, or 
napalmed, no specific claims of enemy 
losses were made, since smoke and haze 
prevented accurate observations of re- 
sults. 

In addition to continuous day and night 
close support missions the Air Force 
planes struck heavily at enemy-held air- 
fields in North Korea, disrupted trans- 
portation lines, and damaged supply 
areas. 

Strong attacks were made on motor 
convoys and large numbers of vehicles 
were destroyed. American B-26 light 
bombers and land-based Marine planes in 
night operations observed approximately 
1,100 vehicles and five trains moving to- 
ward the front. They were heavily 
attacked with good results. 

Enemy-held airfields at Sinmak, Sari- 
won, Anak, Pyongyang, Hamhung and 
Yonpo were attacked and seriously dam- 
aged by American medium bombers, 
fighter-bombers, and light bombers. Run- 
ways were cratered and installations de- 
stroyed. 

Okinawa-based B-29 Superforts heavily 
damaged a key railway bridge near 
Sinanju, and successfully attacked an 
enemy barracks area near Hamhung on 
the east coast. Other Allied planes de- 
stroyed or damaged hundreds of enemy- 
held buildings, numerous supply dumps, 
scores of motor vehicles, gun positions, 
and boxcars, as well as knocking out sev- 
eral locomotives, four railway bridges 
and a tank. 


In several brief air encounters in 
Northwest Korea, near the border city 
of Sinuiju, during the week, five enemy 
MIG-15 jet fighters were shot down and 
at least five others were damaged by fast 
American F-86 Sabre jet fighters. 

In one engagement, 38 enemy planes 
attempted to attack 12 American F-86 
Sabre jets, and were in turn intercepted 
by 12 fresh Sabre jets, and in the ensu- 
ing battle four enemy aircraft were shot 
down and four damaged. The surviving 
enemy planes fled northward across the 
Yalu River to safety in Manchuria. 

In another short encounter, 20 enemy 
jets crossed the Yalu River in Northwest 
Korea where 24 F-86 Sabre jets were on 
patrol. Six American planes engaged an 
equal number of the enemy, and one- 
Red plane was hit and spiraled slowly 
to the ground where it crashed. 

Another air fight developed when sev- 
eral F-86 Sabres chased two enemy MIG’s 
across the Yalu River, damaging one of 
the two enemy planes. In the same area 
20 enemy planes were sighted by 15 
Sabres, but the Red pilots showed no 
desire to engage in combat and returned 
to Manchuria. 

In a statement in Washington, Repre- 
sentative Clarence Brown (R-Ohio) said 
he had been told by a member of Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur’s party that 
every enemy jet shot down, that had been 
examined, was powered with a British 
jet engine. However, the Air Force 
pointed out that so far as is known in 


| Washington every Red jet plane that was 


shot down fell in enemy-held territory, 


| and none was available for examination. 
| The Air Force said that the enemy jet 


planes appeared to be excellent aircraft 
and equal in performance to some of the’ 
best American planes. It is known that 


| the Russians purchased some English-- 


| made jet engines a few years ago.

Born in Charleston, S. C., on 9 March 
1866, her early days were spent in Charles- 
ton, in Jamestown, R. I, (which was her 
mother’s family home) and in Manhattan, 
Kans., where she attended college.

Mrs. Helmick, who had been a founder 
and a chairman for many years of the Pi 
Beta Phi Settlement School in the Tennessee 
mountains, continued to work for that proj- 
ect, and she also remained active with the 
D.A.R. organization, of which she had been 
the efficient National Registrar-General. An- 
other favorite concern of hers was the 
Soldiers, Sailors, Marines and Airmen’s Club 
of Washington, D, C 

After Pearl Harbor, General and Mrs. 
Helmick were forced to leave their beach 
home at Waialua and move to Honolulu, 
where they engaged in civil defense duties. 

In her earlier days, Mrs. Helmick had 
served as an Army postmistress and as a 
newspaper correspondent. She was a lively 
member of the American Pen-women’s | 
League, having published many sketches, as | 
well as an authoritative History of James- | 
town, R. I. 

In recent years, since the passing of her | 
husband, Mrs, Helmick made her home with |

Casualties in Korea 


As the communists in Korea launched 
their offensive this week, a Department 
of Defense report showed that through 
midnight, 20 April, U. S. casualties in 
Korea reached a total of 61,744 of which 
10,567 were deaths. 

Included in the total casualties were 
51,487 Army, 9,071 Marine Corps, 655 
Navy and 531 Air Force. 

Of the deaths reported to next-of-kin, 
8,775 were Army, 1,522 Marine Corps, 167 
Air Force and 103 Navy.

Military Pay Raise

asking Congress to alleviate the financial 
hardship of military personnel by enact- 
ment of a pay raise at the same time that 
past injustices resulting from passage of 
the Career Compensation Act are recti- 

fied. 

In this regard, Representative Pat Sut- 
ton (D-Tex.), has asked Mr. Kilday to 
give special consideration to officers in 
the.ranks of second lieutenant through 
lieutenant colonel, whom Mr. Sutton con- 
tends were not given adequate raises 
when the Career Compensation Act be- 
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came law on 1 Oct. 1949. 

Additionally, Mr. Sutton persistently 
has advocated relief for the warrant offi- 
cers. He wants Congress to spell out in 
legislation a requirement that the De- 
partment of Defense put more warrant 
officers in the W-4 and W-3 categories 
and he wants also to make certain that 
warrant officers do not suffer pay losses. 
At the present time, some master ser- 
geants who make warrant officer actually 
receive less pay, even though in the 
higher rank. 

When Mr. Kilday’s bill will be intro- 
duced in Congress could not be ascer- 
tained late this week. The Armed Serv- 
ices Committee during recent weeks has 
been taken up principally with manpower 
legislation. But conceivably with the 
early completion of action on the draft 
and UMT measure, he will be able to 
press ahead with his pay bill. 

Why the Personnel Policy Board should 
have dropped its study on military pay 
is not certain, for it is not likely that 
the board presented a final analysis to 
Mr. Kilday. This would have to go 
through the Department of Defense chan- 
nels and since neither Mr. McNeil’s office 
nor that of Mrs. Rosenberg has done any 
work on military pay, the conclusion 
seems to be that the Department of De- 
fense is taking no concrete action at the 
present time, either to abolish injustices 
in the Career Compensation Act or to 
bring before Congress the need for mili- 
tary pay increases. 

As has been the case with the Armed 
Services Committees on Capitol Hill, the 
Pentagon officials during recent months 
have been concerned in the main with 
manpower legislation and efforts to ob- 
tain approval of UMT. Now that this 
campaign is nearing its end, perhaps con- 
sideration can be given to the military 
pay problem, as is being done for the 
Government’s civilian employees. 

That a pay raise for military personnel 
would not be at variance with economic 
stabilization programs of the Government 
was indicated this week. 

The Economic Stabilization Agency, it 
was reported, has informed Administra- 
tion officials that a 10 per cent raise for 
the 1,000,000 classified employees of the 
Government would not be opposed. 

The government’s national wage policy 
permits a 10 per cent raise for workers 
above the January 1950 levels. 

Thus, it is inconceivable that the ESA 
could voice any protest to a similar raise 
for persons in the Armed Forces, who 
have been put to unusual expenses in- 
volved in sudden transfers, separation of 
families, etc., as a result of the current 
emergency. 


Air Chiefs Confer 


The Chiefs of the Air Staffs of Canada, 
France, United Kingdom, and the United 
States will meet in Washington within 
the next two weeks. 

General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of 
Staff, U. S. Air Force, has announced 
that Air Marshal W. A. Curtis, Chief of 
Air Staff, Royal Canadian Air Force; 
General Charles Francois Lecheres, Chief 
of Staff, French Air Force; and Marshal 
of the Royal Air Force Sir John Slessor, 
Chief of Air Staff, Royal Air Force, have 
accepted invitations to come to Wash- 
ington to discuss matters of mutual in- 
terest. 

The Chiefs of Air Staff will be ac- 
companied by Supply Representatives. 

The meeting will afford an opportunity 
to review the progress being made by 
the Air Forces of the four nations.

Another job for the Neptune patrol 
plane is revealed with announcement by 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation of a new 
design of this aircraft for air search and 
rescue. 

Hall L. Hibbard, Lockheed Vice Presi- 
dent and Chief Engineer, said the new 
design for Air Rescue Service has been 
developed at the suggestion of the mili- 
tary and is under consideration by the 
Air Force at the present time. 

In its air rescue design, the Neptune 
is equipped for operation over water, 
land, or ice and snow. For arctic condi- 
tions, the Neptune adds skis fitted over 
the wheels of its regular tricycle land- 
ing gear. Over-ocean, the Neptune can 
carry a droppable lifeboat under its 
fuselage. Rescue equipment carried in 
the Neptune depends on the mission, and 
may vary from complete survival kits 
including emergency housing, medicine, 
communicating equipment and food to 
light subsistence kits for a single meal.

Air Lines Set Record 


The most spectacular achievement of 
the scheduled airlines during 1950, de- 
spite their having topped 1949 record-set- 
ting traffic and financial figures, was 
their contribution to the Pacific Airlift, 
Vice Adm. Emory S. Land, USN (Ret.), 
President of the Air Transport Associa- 
tion, states in his introduction to the 
12th edition of Air Transport Facts and 
Figures just issued by ATA. 

Air Transport Facts and Figures re- 
ports in 1950 the domestic trunklines flew 
16,166,871 passengers more than 7,871,- 
405,000 passenger miles. This represented 
a gain in passengers of 15.3 per cent and 
a gain in passenger miles of 19.9 per cent 
over record-setting 1949. The domestic 
trunklines in 1950 flew 46,314,753 ton-miles 
of air mail for a gain of 13.3 per cent 
over 1949. 

On international routes, U. S. flag 
scheduled airlines flew 1,681,477 passen- 
gers, more than 2,277,788,000 passenger 
miles. This was an increase in passengers 
of 10.6 per cent and in passenger miles 
of 8.5 per cent over 1949. Air mail flown 
during 1950 amounted to 24,403,741 ton- 
miles, scoring a gain of 26 per cent over 
1949. Express and freight together to- 
taled 60,211,050 ton-miles, up 7.2 per cent 
over the previous year. 

Admiral Land pointed out in his intro- 
duction that Lt. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, 
Commander of the Military Air Trans- 
port Service, believes that the scheduled 
airlines have done a magnificent job in 
meeting the emergency, while Air Force 
Secretary Thomas K. Finletter is of the 
opinion that a plan must be developed 
to enable the scheduled airlines to con- 
tinue to operate commercially in the 
event of all-out war, as the nation will 
be dependent upon them. 

Admiral Land also states that Dan A. 
Kimball, Under Secretary of the Navy, 
recently said that since the people of the 
United States count upon the scheduled 
airlines in time of emergency, they should 
contribute to the airlines’ peacetime 
health. 

Reporting of the great improvement in 
operational regularity of the scheduled 
airlines in the past five years, Brig. Gen. 
Milton W. Arnold, USAF-Ret., ATA’s Vice 
President in Charge of Operations and 
Engineering, says that in 1947 the capac- 
ity of all but a very few airports per- 
mitted only seven aircraft to land and an 
equal number to depart each hour during 
those periods when the weather was such 
that flight by instruments was required. 

Today, under the same conditions, the 
capacity has been increased nearly two 
and a’ half times—to 32 arrivals and de- 
partures every hour. General Arnold ex- 
pects that this figure will be still further 
increased within a few years to a total 
of 40 arrivals and departures at single- 
runway airports and more at the larger 
dual-runway type of airport. 

Facts and Figures reveals that during 
1950 the domestic scheduled airlines flew 
367,184,000 plane miles with five fatal ac- 
cidents. This is one accident for every 
37,438,800 plane miles flown, or equal to 
flying 31,929 safe trips between Washing- 
ton and Los Angeles.

ing installations, lack of trained instructors 
is the most serious problem of the training 
program. Fort Jackson, however, has had an 
additional problem of shortages of medical 
personnel. We are impressed and gratified by 
the cooperation established between the post 
command and the Columbia, S. C., Medical 
Society to augment medical attention for 
trainees. Those who effected this cooperative 
enterprise deserve considerable credit. 

‘“‘We believe, however, that the necessity 
for this sort of temporary emergency ar- 
rangement should not have arisen. The health 
of the men in the armed services is a matter 
of prime importance to the national welfare 
and the national morale, civilian as well as 
military. Few reports are more damaging to 
public confidence in the armed services than 
reports of negligence or inadequate treatment 
of the health of servicemen. Whatever the 
cost of the remedy, the services should not 
permit the health services available to trainees 
to fall below standards which are safe. Like- 
wise, it should not be necessary to impose 
excessive hours of work upon those doctors 
and dentists now on duty. 

“‘Fort Jackson, it will be noted, also suffers 
from lack of adequate and properly located 
training facilities. This impairs the effective- 
ness of instruction and consumes undue time 
in transporting trainees to and from training 
areas.’” 


Camp Chaffee, Ark. 

‘“‘Camp Chaffee was not built for basic 
training purposes. The present command, 
however, has succeeded admirably in adapt- 
ing available facilities to suitable uses. 

“The report on Camp Chaffee forcefully 
underlines the critical need of the armed serv- 
ices—especially the Army and the Air Force 
—for trained personnel to serve as instruc- 
tors. Camp Chaffee’s effectiveness has been 
significantly reduced by the lack of suitable 
instructors. Fortunately, the commanding 
general was well aware of this situation and 
sought, as best he could, to remedy it. 

“The Army, at present, lacks enough ex- 
perienced men to perform the combat mis- 
sion in Korea and, at the same time, main- 
tain the highest desirable standards of in- 
struction for a greatly expanded training 
mission. It would be beneficial to the strength 
of the Army, particularly the future strength, 
if combat-seasoned troops in Korea could be 
rotated to training assignments. 

‘Through our lengthy hearings on the mili- 
tary manpower problem earlier this year, this 
subcommittee has become well-acquainted 
with the Army’s manpower problems. We 
realize there are not enough ‘good instructors 
to go around.’ However, we strongly believe 
that Camp Chaffee should never have been 
victimized by the low-grade cadre which other 
installations supplied when the camp was 
initially reactivated. If the men were unsuited 
for cadre duty at Camp Chaffee, they were 
unsuited for instruction duty anywhere. It 
would be better to eliminate these men from 
cadre assignments altogether, through effi- 
ciency ratings and tests, than to shift them 
as ‘least desirable’ from base to base.”’ 


USMC Depot 

‘Conditions at the San Diego Marine Corps 
Recruit Depot are, generally, most satisfac- 
tory. The most noteworthy characteristic 
here, as at the other marine recruit depot, 
is the unusually high morale of the men. 
This, of course, is partially accounted for by 
the fact that all marine recruits enlist volun- 
tarily. 

“It would seem that a very important source 
of the high morale at the marine installations 
is the intensity of the training and the fact 
that marine recruits are not promised a ‘soft 
life’ in any respect. Other services relying 
upon volunteers could well profit from the 
marine example, both in avoiding ‘illusions’ 
about service life and in maintaining inten- 
sive training programs which occupy recruits 
fully and give them a sense of learning and 
accomplishment.’’

Faulty Allotments Found 

Approximately 60 per cent of all Class 
Q allotment applications by soldiers who 
claim parents as dependents are being 
found invalid after investigation by the 
Army Finance Center, Maj. Gen. Eugene 
M. Foster, Chief of Finance, has reported. 

General Foster said it is evident that 
the part of the law granting increased 
allowances to enlisted men for dependent 
parents is not understood by many sol- 
diers and their parents. 

He cited the Dependents Assistance Act 
of 1950, which states that no father or 
mother shall be considered dependent | 
unless: | 

“The member of the uniformed services | 
claiming such dependency has provided 
over one-half of the support of such | 
father or mother... or— 

“In the case of claimed dependency | 





arising by reason of changed circum- 
stances after the entrance of such mem- 
ber into active service . .. such father 
or mother becomes in fact dependent 
upon such member for over one-half of 
his or her support.” 

General Foster said that many of the 
affidavits sent to the Army Finance Cen- 
ter in St. Louis fail to show that the sol- 
dier actually is providing the required 
more-than-one-half of the parents’ sup- 
port. 

This means that amounts paid to these | 
parents must be collected back from the | 
soldier, General Foster added. 

The Finance Corps pays out the first 
month’s Class Q allotment after the sol- 
dier’s application has been processed, in 
cases where it is tentatively determined 
by the finance officer at the soldier’s sta- 
tion that dependency exists. 

The Dependency Division of the Center 


then investigates the case. If dependency | 


is not established by the affidavit sub- 
mitted by the parent, the allotment is 
canceled and refund of the money to the

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eral Foster said, is that what the Army 
calls the “family unit” must be con- 





| sidered in listing expenses. 


Some soldiers have applied for Class Q 
allotments for their mothers where the 
father supports the rest of the family. 
In filling out an affidavit to support her 
claim, the mother must list expenses of 
the “family unit”—in other words, the 
entire family. The enlisted member must 
be contributing more than half of the 
“family 
unit” before any one person in that unit 
may be considered dependent upon him. 

To illustrate: A mother lists $200 as 
the amount needed for full support of 
the “family unit.” However, the mother 
contends that only $100 of that amount 
is used for her support. The father’s in- 
come is $99 a month. In that case, the 
soldier would have to be contributing 
$101 a month in order for the mother to 
be eligible for a Class Q allotment, de- 
spite her contention that only $100 is used 
for her support.

On New Promotions 


The Army this week convened its third 
selection board to name Regular and non- 
Regular line officers for temporary pro- 
motion and there were reports, though 
not official, that the initial group of ad- 
vancements might be released early next 
month. 

Following the meeting on 2 April of a 
board to name lieutenant colonels for 
temporary promotion to colonel, a board 
to recommend majors for advancement 
to lieutenant colonel met last week, and 
on 24 April a third board was convened 
to select officers for the temporary grade 
of major. 

This board, whose president is Brig. 
Gen. Thomas L. Hoban, will also recom- 
mend WAC officers for temporary pro- 
motions to lieutenant colonel, major and 
captain. 

In addition to General Hoban, other 
board members are Col. Robert J. Kirk, 
Col. Robert H. Elliott, Col. Frdnk Sil- 
liman, III, and Col. Herbert S. Duncombe. 

Lt. Col. Irene O. Galloway is alternate 
member, and will sit with the board when 
WAC officers are being considered for 
promotion. Capt. Robert L. Morris, AGC, 
is recorder without vote. 

Simultaneously with the convening of 
the board to select captains for promo- 
tion to major and the WAC officers for 
lieutenant colonel, major and captain, 
another board met 23 April to recommend 
Regular officers on the Army and Chap- 
lains Promotion Lists for permanent pro- 
motion to the grade of colonel. 

This board will have the additional 
task of selecting Regular officers on the 
WAC Promotion List for advancement to 
the permanent grades of lieutenant colo- 
nel, major and captain. 

Maj. Gen. Charles G. Helmick is presi- 
dent of the permanent promotion selec- 
tion board, whose other members are 
Brig. Gen. George H. Weems, Brig. Gen. 
Egbert F. Bullene, Brig. Gen. Edwin B. 
Howard, and Brig. Gen. Sterling A. Wood. 

Alternate members are Chaplain (Maj. 
Gen.) Roy H. Parker, Chief of Chaplains, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Galloway. Lt. 
Col. C. W. Nelson, AGC, is recorder with- 
out vote. 

The alternate members will sit as mem- 
bers of the board only when considering 
officers of their Corps for selection.

The “best qualified” method of selec- 
tion will be used in naming officers for 
the permanent grade of colonel and also 
for selections to permanent lieutenant 
colonel in the WAC.

Army Promotion List—Lt. Col. Leslie 
J. Staub, whose promotion list number 
as of 1 Jan. 1951 was 615 and whose 
sequence number on that date was 2511. 
He entered the Army on 28 June 1929. 

Chaplains—Lt. Col. Silas E. Decker, 
whose promotion list number is 41 and 
whose sequence number is 51. He is the 
junior permanent lieutenant colonel in 
the Chaplains Corps. 


WAC Promotion List 

Lt. Col—Maj. Helen H. Hart, whose 
promotion list number is 123 and whose 
sequence number is 128. There are a 
total of 149 permanent majors in the 
WAC.

Approve $6.4 Billion 
More For Defense 


As Congress prepared to receive the 
fiscal year 1952 defense budget, slated to 
reach Capitol Hill late this week or next 
week and which may reach $60 billion, 
the House Committee on Appropriations 
this week approved $6,421,406,000 in sup- 
plemental defense funds for the fiscal 
year ending on 30 June, reducing the 
President’s request by only $275,000. 

Approval by the House of the supple- 
mental appropriation will raise to $48,- 
212,362 the amount of money voted by 
Congress for the Armed Forces in the 
period from 30 June 1950 to 30 June 1951. 

Of this total, the allocations to the 
respective Services are as follows, with 
the latest supplemental funds in paren- 
theses: Army, $19,262,124 ($2,850,869); 
Navy, $12.395.140 ($1,645,812); and Air 
Force, $15.870.798 ($1,925,000). 

The Appropriations Committee report- 
ed that the military strength of the 
Armed Forces is expected to be 3,341,000 
on 30 June. General J. Lawton Collins, 
Army Chief of Staff, reported the 
strength of the Army would be 1,550,000 
on that date. Asked if there is contem- 
plation being given to a further expan- 
sion in 1952, General Collins replied that 
a definite decision has not yet been made 
on that matter. 


' Navy Seeks to Retain 





Temp. Promotions 


The Navy this week asked Congress 
to make permanent all of its present 
interim authority for temporary promo- 
tions in the Navy and Marine Corps and 
to appoint and employ non-regular of- 
ficers on active duty. 

Vice Adm. L. T. Du Bose, Chief of 
Naval Personnel, who presented the 
Navy’s case to a subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services, 
also revealed that the Navy is making 
a restudy of all retirement laws and is 
considering asking authority to retire 
personnel in the highest temporary grade 
held. 

Specifically, what Admiral DuBose 
asked was that Title III of the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947 be made perma- 
nent law. Title III comprises 45 pages 
out of the total of 95 pages of the law 
devoted to Navy and Marine Corps pro- 
motions. It contains a multitude of pro- 
visions concerning not only temporary 
promotions and appointments but also 
selection boards, retirements, distribu- 
tion, lineal lists, etc., and was enacted to 
tide the sea services over the period of 
transition from their purely temporary 
promotion system of World War II to 
a full return to permanent promotions. 
It will terminate on 1 Jan. 1957 or earlier 
if the President should determine 95 per 
cent of the officers on active duty are 
regular officers. The Navy’s new proposal 
would make the title effective during any 
period when officers other than Regular 
officers are on active duty. 

The two bills presented by the Navy 
amend many other titles to the promo- 
tion act. In his testimony Admiral Du- 
Bose stressed the provision which would 
permit the retention on active duty of 


| those junior officers of the regular serv- 





ice who twice fail of selection for promo- 
tion. 

“There is no intention,” Admiral Du- 
Bose told the Committee, “of abandoning 
the permanent promotion system which 
requires forced attrition among regular 
officers; we will return to permanent 
selection of junior officers and the dis- 
charge of those regular officers twice 
failed of selection as soon as the situa- 
tion permits. Further, the promotion of 
officers would not be accelerated, except 
ensigns are now being promoted to lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, after about two 
years instead of three.” 

The Personnel Chief said that there 
are approximately 300 regular lieutenants 
and lieutenants, junior grade, who will 
be discharged next 30 June if failed by 
a statutory selection board this fiscal 
year. 

“For this reason,” he said, “these junior 
officers, together with their contempor- 
ary reserve and temporary officers, have 
not been considered for promotion under 
the Officer Personnel Act this fiscal year. 
However, the law requires that these of- 
ficers be considered for promotion this 
fiscal year. Therefore, this legislation is 
most urgently needed during this ses- 
sion of Congress in order that these junior 
officers will know that their naval careers 
will not terminiate on 30 June 1951 and 
in order for the Navy to plan its officer 
program.” 

The temporary promotion of lieu- 
tenants and lieutenants, junior grade, to 
next higher rank, he said, would be made 


under the same provisions of law as ap- - 


plied during World War II and would 
result in: 

“(1) Postponing the forced attrition 
required under present law, and conse- 
quent separation in these critical times, 
of those twice passed over by statutory 
boards and it would, therefore, 

“(2) reduce the number of reserve of- 
ficers recalled to active duty to meet the 
needs of an expanding Navy.” 

Comments made by members of the 
subcommittee indicated a disposition on 
their part to revise the legislation to 
cover all grades of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

Another Navy sponsored bill, S. 1039, 
“would provide that the seniority of 
board members considering rear admirals 
for continuation on the active list be 
based on their permanent rank, and 
would permit retired officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps to serve on selection boards.
